The of- 
fice will be glad to get in touch with all names of dai- 
rymen who are interested in improving their dairy 
stock that it can. Do not fail to send them in. 


Organization of the Executive Committee. 


At the last annual meeting the membership of the 
Executive Committee was increased from nine to 
eleven. The following resolution dividing the com- 
mittee into sub-committees has been passed :

Each Sub-Committee shall aid the Secretary in the 
direction of the matters referred to it, settling as far 
as possible all questions regarding the work under its 
direction, the preparation of matters of importance for

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A Success In Dairying. 


When the Nelsonville Creamery (Portage County, 
Wisconsin) was opened for business in June, 1896, L. 
L. Loberg with a herd of cows purchased rather pro- 
miscuously from the farmers in the surrounding ter- 
ritory, became one of its patrons. In September, 1900, 
he bought two pure bred Guernsey heifer calves, a 
pure bred Guernsey bull calf and two grade Guernsey 
heifers, and in 1901 he purchased three pure bred 
heifer calves and from, and with, these all improve- 
ments in his herd have been made. 


L. L. LOBERG 


The milk from each cow was weighed morning and 
evening one day each week, and tested for butter fat 
several times each year. With this information at 
hand he wisely disposed of his “ boarders” and filled 
their places with high produces. 


The following summaries taken from the books of 
the creamery plainly show that the production of the 
herd was steadily developed: 


1903 — 21 cows — 4,865 pounds butter fat; average per cow, 
231 pounds butter fat; cash from creamery, $1,092.30; average 
per cow, $52.01. 


1904— 20 cows—5,311.9 pounds butter fat; average per 


cow, 264 pounds; cash from creamery, $1,109.46; average per 
cow, $55.47. 


1905 — 19 cows — 5,416 pounds butter fat; average per cow, 
285 pounds; cash from creamery, $1,292.97: average per cow, 
$68.05. 


1906 — 19 cows and heifers — 5,045 pounds butter fat; aver- 
age per cow, 266 pounds; cash from creamery, $1,249.36; aver- 
age per cow, $65.78. 


1907 — 23 cows and heifers— 7,553.10 pounds butter fat;

The Summer meeting of the Iowa Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association was held at Wildwood Farm, H. C. 
Adams, Proprietor, Algona, Iowa, on June 27. 

Although Mr. Adams is a new recruit in the ranks 
of Guernsey breeders he already has a very promis- 
ing start toward success. He is an extensive land 
owner and a successful business man. Associated 


with him on the farm are the Eichinger Bros two 
young men of considerable practical experience in 
dairying. This combination of business ability ang 
experience together with the enthusiasm, of which 
all three men have a liberal supply, should certainly 
accomplish things of which Guernsey breeders in 
general and Iowa Guernsey breeders in particular 
should be proud. 


The equipment of Wildwood farm has not yet been 
completely installed. The barn has been remodeled 
and is sanitary and well lighted and ventilated. [t js 
floored with concrete and cork brick and fitted with 
iron stanchions, stalls and box stalls. A silo has been 
erected. The milk house is conveniently located near 
the barn and when fully equipped will be a model of 
practical efficiency. Electricity for light and power 
will be furnished by a farm power plant. In design. 
ing the arrangements of the buildings and the equip. 
ment of the farm Mr. Adams has been greatly aided 
by the U.S. Government Dairy Expert, Mr. Eichen- 
berry, whose headquarters are at Algona. 

The pure bred herd which Mr. Adams has collected 
is rich in aristocratic blood and with it is a foundation. 
Wildwood Guernseys will no doubt soon be advertis- 
ing themselves. Besides the pure breeds a number 
of grade cows are kept on the farm. 


During the forenoon of the 27th the breeders who 
had assembled inspected the herds and equipment of 
the farm. Shortly after noon a bountiful banquet, 
served cafeteria style, was enjoyed and following that 
President Quarton called the meeting to order for the 
business session and program. In his address the 
President among other things called attention to the 
rapid growth of the Association and to the rapidity 
with which Iowa is coming to the front as a Guernsey 
state. He also suggested that the work of the Asso- 
ciation should be broadened so that the breeders might 
derive a greater benefit from it. The Presidents ad- 
dress was followed by talks by E. S. Estell, Iowa State 
Dairy Expert; H. E. Colby, Editor of Kimball’s Dairy 
Farmer; Mr. Eichenberry, Government Dairy Expert 
and others.

As soon as he got his 
grip on it, he gurgled away and his partner was very 
much astonished. As the contents disappeared Mack 
insisted upon his share, to which Andy replied: “ You 
go work up a colic of your own.” That is about the 
condition they are in this afternoon. 

I think we should apologize for one thing this after- 
noon and that is that we were unable to hold our busi- 
ness session this morning and we will have to do it 
now. But it will only take about twenty minutes. 

The first thing in order will be the- reading of the 
minutes of the previous meeting. 

_ (The Secretary then read the minutes of the meet- 
ing held January 15th, 1912, at Beautiful Resthaven.) 

President. Gentlemen, you have heard the reading 
of the minutes of the previous meeting; what is your 
is your pleasure concerning them ? 

R. Love. I move that they be accepted as read. 
Motion seconded and uanimously carried. 
President. We will give opportunity at this time 

for any who desire to propose the names of new mem- 
bers. If their is any one who has the name of a per- 
son who should belong to the association, we shall be 
glad to hear it at this time. 

A. W. Fox. The following names have been handed 
to me and each of whichI now take pleasure in recom- 
mending: Clyde E. Fruit, Earl J. Fruit and Bert L. 
Fruit, Waukesha. 


President. If there are no more names, I will ask 
your pleasure concerning these three applications. 


J. R. Love. I move you, Mr. President, that we ac- 
cept them. : 


William Jones. I second the motion. 
Motion unanimously carried. 


President. There is no deferred business {om the 
last meeting. If there is any new business, now is the 
time to bring it up. There are some committees 


which I think we should appoint today. One is the 
Nominating Committee for the three directors which 
are to be elected at the next annual meeting and the 
other is the Audit Committee. The Audit Committee 
should have been appointed at the last meeting but in 
some way it was overlooked but they will have time 
to do their work before the next annual meeting. 

J. R. Love. I move that Mr. R. P. Breese be made 
chairman of the Audit Committee. 

President. Allin favor of that motion signify by 
saying “aye.” 

Motion unanimously carried. 


President. There are two more members of the 
Audit Committee. 
Secretary. I will state for your information that it 


is not necessary to have members of the association 
on this committee if you wish to gooutside. The con- 
stitution so provides. 


President. Let us not loose any time with this 
matter gentlemen. You can nominate two men very 
easily who are capable of acting. 


Robert Morey. I will nominate Mr. J. R. Love and 
Mr. Arthur Williams. 


William Jones. Seconded. 
Motion unanimously carried. 


President. The members of the Audit Committee 
will be Messrs. R. P. Breese, Arthur Williams and J. 
R. Love. The next committee is the Committee on 
Nominations. There are three directors whose term 
expire at the next annual meeting and it would be well 
to have a committee to consider this matter, and pro- 
pose the names at that meeting. 


William Jones. In order to make the thing a little 
more rapid, I move that the President appoint that 
committee. 


The motion was seconded by Mr. J. R. Love and 
unanimously carried. 


President. I think it advisable to defer that matter 
for a while as the chair would like to take it under ad- 
visement. 


Is there any new business, gentlemen, to come be- 
fore the meeting at this time from any of the members. 
If there is no more business at this time, we will now 
close the business session. 


We are fortunate in having with us this afternoon a 
man from the City of Chicago who has studied a prob- 
lem that has given us a great deal of worry and who 
has a plan to present to us whereby : the live stock 
business might be not only encouraged, but it might 
be put on a basis by which we would be enabled to 
deal with tuberculosis in a better manner. Iam glad 
to introduce to you at this time Dr. E. O. Dyson of the 
city of Chicago. (Applause) 

Dr. Dyson’s paper is as follows: 
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BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS. 


CO-OPERATION OF REGISTERED CATTLE BREEDERS 
As A LOGICAL MEANS OF ERADICATING THE 
DISEASE FROM PURE BRED HERDS. 


If it were not for the fact that the eradication of bo- 
vine tuberculosis involves an economic problem which 
has not yet been solved, there would be little or no 
difficulty in eradicating the disease from at least all 
pure bred cattle herds in the United States within the 
next few years. 

It is a well known fact that there are a few progres- 
sive breeders who by reason of their knowledge of the 
fundamental principles. of sanitary science, coupled 
with a courage of their convictions and financial re- 
sources equal to the task, have succeeded in demon- 
strating beyond a question of doubt that tuberculosis 
could be eradicated from their herds, and that by exer- 
cising a reasonablde amount of care, reinfection could 
thereafter be avoided. This fact should serve the 
purpose of establishing a precedent for the claim that 
by co-operation on the part of reputable breeders the 
disease could be eliminated from any infected herd 
without great financial loss or the distruction of valu- 
able animals of the various breeds which do not show 
physical evidence of disease. 

The following is offered as a tentative plan for co- 
operation among breeders of pure bred cattle: 

Ist. Organization of the breeders of each breed 
within their respective states. 

2nd. The object of the organization to be co-opera- 
tive for the purpose of establishing and maintaining 
herds that are free from tuberculosis. 

3rd. This shall be accomplished by annually sub- 
jecting the heard of each member of the association to 
the tuberculin test under the supervision of the U. S. 
Department of Agriculture, for which there should be 
no charge. 

4th. All animals reacting to the test which show 
no physical evidence of disease shall be appraised by 
members of the association in the usual manner, and 
transferred by the owner to the association. 

5th. It shall be the duties of the officers of the asso- 
ciation to establish and maintain a breeding farm, 
operated under the Bang system, either by rental of a 
farm and hiring suitable employees or by leasing the 
animals under the share system to some reliable and 
competent breeder who has ample facilities for con- 
ducting the operation of such a plan, or preferably by 
inducing the animal husbandry department of State 
Agricultural Colleges to take care of infected herds. 

6th. The owners of all re-acting animals transferred 
to the association shall receive in stock of the associa- 
tion shares amounting to the appraised value of the 
animals transferred to the association. 

7th. It shall be the duty of the association after the 
first year to conduct and annual sale for the purpose 
of disposing of the progeny of the herd so established 
exceeding the age of six months, each of which 
shall be subjected to the tuberculin test previous to 
being sold at public sale. 

8th. All revenues derived from the operation of 
the plan after deducting necessary expenses shall be 
distributed annually as a dividend to holders of stock 
issued by the association. 


My reasons for submitting a tentative plan for the 
eradication of bovine tuberculosis by co-operation 
among breeders may be summarized as follows: 


To prevent an enormous economic waste incident 


to the slaughter of valuable breeding ani : 
may react to the tuberculin test wits chowing ae 
= evidence “9 oe y- 
o system of compulsory testing and partial i 

nification by the state for losses sustained ae co 
of slaughtering valuable breeding animals has ever 
proven effective for the purpose or eradicating bovine 
tuberculosis; neither has such a system ever been sat. 
isfactory to the owners of infected herds. 

Full publicity regarding the health of cattle herds 
must be made the means by which owners will volup. 
tarily undertake to establish and maintain herds that 
are free from disease. The owner of every herd must 
have the option of being classed as a breeder of 
healthy cattle or have suspicion cast upon the health 
of every animal in his herd. 

The success of any effort to eradicate bovine tuber. 
culosis from pure bred herds unquestionably depends 
upon co-operation among breeders of the various 
breeds. One of the most astonishing facts in connec. 
tion with the prevalence of tuberculosis in pure bred 
herds is that the owners of clean herds are apparently 
willing to meet in unequal competition with the owners 
of diseased herds, when there is a greater difference 
in value between the two than there is between grades 
and pure bred stock for breeding purposes. All pure 
bred cattle record associations are alert in guarding 
against the fradulent registration of grades as pure 
bred stock, but as yet no effort has ever been made 
by any of these associations to guard against the 
fradulent sale and transfer of diseased cattle as 
healthy stock. 

Some of the advantages that would naturally ac. 
crue as a result of co-operation among breeders and 
the establishment of herds authoritively recognized as 
being free from tuberculosis, would be the enhance- 
ment in value of healthy cattle in proportion to the 
lessened risk taken by the purchaser. On the other 
hand there would be no tendency to depreciate the 
actual value of any infected herd, as the owners of 
such herds could by co-operation establish and main- 
tain under the Bang system a herd of infected cattle 
at a handsome profit, and from which if desirable they 
could re-establish a healthy herd from their original 
line of breeding which under other conditions would 
practically be impossible except by a wealthy owner 
upon a large scale. 

As a basis for the proposed co-operative plan in 
dealing with the problem of eradicating tuberculosis 
in pure bred herds, the animal husbandry department 
of all State Agricultural Colleges could be utilized to 
the utmost advantange. As an educational feature 
to the coming generation of live stock producers 
there could be no equal, and from an economic stand- 
point no State in which the production of pure bred 
cattle is underway could afford to refuse to liberally 
endow and proceed with the operation of such a plan, 
the details of which could easily be adjusted to fit 
existing conditions. 


NATIONAL BOVINE TUBERCULOSIS COMMISSION. 
The purpose of the National Bovine Tuberculosis 
Commission is to assist cattle breeders in their efforts 
to establish, maintain, and perpetuate cattle free from 
tuberculosis, by : 
(1) Detection of diseased herds by modern and 
reliable methods. 
(2) Elimination of infected animals from the herd. 
(3) Guarding against re-infection of the herd by 
subsequent purchases of infected ‘animals. 
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(4) Officially recognizing owners of herds which 
are free from tuberculosis. _ aoe 

(5) Providing for the identification of individual 
animals in such herds, and to establish and 
maintain an official register of all such cattle 
through the maintenance of a permanent of- 
fice in charge of the secretary of the commis- 
sion. 

(6) Co-operating with the officials of the Pure Bred 
Live Stock Record Associations, State Veter- 
inarians, Live Stock Sanitary Commissioners 
and Public Health Officials, with the object of 
carrying into effect the plans as above out- 
lined. 


President. If you will ask the doctor questions 
about this plan or if we can have a little discussion of 
it, 1 am sure it would be both interesting and benefi- 
cial to us. Now, have you any questions about tuber- 
culosis? You understand that this is just a proposed 
plan that the doctor is giving his attention to and 
asking for advice from the live stock breeders and 
practical men of the country who understand the 
problem. There are plenty of you here this afternoon 
and if you have any suggestions to make, I am sure 
that he will appreciate it. 

Mr. Morey. I would like to ask whether this plan 
could be operated economically and successfully. 

Dr. Dyson. It has been operated in Denmark—the 
Bang System is very well and favorably known. It is 
only a question of how many reactors you get in the 
herd to cover the economical proposition. I think 50 
or 100 would pay a handsome profit and I don’t be- 
lieve it would be hard to get 50 or 100 registered cows 
in one state. 

Mr. Morey. Would it be your idea to have this 
managed by a number of men from the state agri- 
cultural college ? 

Dr. Dyson. I think the association should have 
active charge and I think the agricultural colleges 
should really take charge of it and operate the scheme. 

Mr. Morey. Do you think there would be any pos- 
sibility of getting beneficial help from the state ? 

Dr. Dyson. I think any state that pays indemnity 
for animals that react to the test and are killed would 
certainly find it a great saving. 

President! I think the state veterinary at this time 
are thinking of buying a tract of land in the upper 
part of the state and collecting animals up there. I 
don’t know how definite it is. 

Dr. Dyson. I don’t see why cows could not be 
worked and handled under the Bangs Registration. 
I don’t see why the milk could not be sterilized and 
feed it to the calves. 

Mr. Morey. I think if the state could handle that 
satisfactorily and economically, it would be a great 
thing for the citizens. I have had cows worth $500.00 
that have had to be sacrificed for a very nominal fig- 
ure. But this proposition would have to be handled 
intelligently and economically and if the state could 
take it and take care of it, it would seem to me to be 
a plan that would be very feasible. 

President. Any more questions? 

Mr. A. C. Reitbrock. I think the proposition is a 
good one and it is the first I have heard of it, soI have 
not had much time to consider it. On first hearing it 
sounds very reasonable. Where would the profit come 
from in an institution of that kind, merely from the 
milk that is produced ? 

Dr. Dyson. No, from the progeny of the herd. 


Mr. Reitbrock. Do I understand then that the 
progeny of the herd belongs to the association or to 
the owner of the cows ? ; 

Dr. Dyson. I simple state that they could outline 
two forms of organization: one, that you could put 
the cows in and pro rate the cost of keeping the cow 
and delivering the calf to the owner at the end of six 
months; or, second, the organization of the owners of 
the owners of the tested animals into a stock company 
and have the cattle appraised and then issue him so 
much stock. After all the expenses of keeping had 
been defrayed, then the owner would be entitled to 
the remainder as a dividend on his stock. But the 
association would simply have charge of the whole 
business and see that it was properly conducted. 

Mr. Reitbrock. In regard to the cost of operation 
of a farm of that kind, don’t you think the cost of op- 
eration might be in excess of the returns? 

Dr. Dyson. I do not see why the cost should exceed 
that of operating any ordinary dairy plant. The 
pasteurizing of the milk for the calves certainly would 
not cost a great deal. That would be practically the 
only expense. 

President. Would the milk be made into butter ? 

Dr. Dyson. I do not see why the cream and milk 
should not be pasteurized and used for butter making. 
The ordinary market butter is made from any kind of 
an old herd and it is very frequently found that 100 
per cent. of them are reactive. 

President. I am sure that we all understand that 
the object of this plan is to devise some means where- 
by we can economize on the slaughtering of all these 
high priced animals, and we should be able to devise 
ways and means for putting it into execution. It 
would prove a great economical plan for the state. 
But interesting as the subject is to all of us, we will 
have to close at this time. We are certainly very 
grateful to Dr. Dyson for having given us so much of 
his time. 

The next number on the program will be music by 
the orchestra. 

(Applause) 


President. We always hope that our summer meet- 
ings will have a characteristic informality about them. 
We just make up our program from this and that but 
we have one or two men upon whom we can depend; 
then, if there is any one else around, we call on them. 


We have a man with us who has decided to camp 
right here. We will ask him to say a few words and 
he will probably talk about something—I don’t know 
what, but it will be well worth listening to. He has a 
reputation for having a lot of good, practical, every- 
day horse-sense and ever-ready wit. They tell a story 
about him when he lived in the State of Kansas on a 
farm. He was taking a trip in a railroad train—I 
think one of his first trips. He was about 21 yearsold 
then too. He got on the coach and not seeing a vacant 
seat, walked on down the aisle and came to a place 
where there were three men sitting in a double seat. 
He sat down cautiously and bashfully, not knowing 
whether he was welcome or not, but at any rate, he 
held his seat. The others happened to be travelling 
men. They passed the wink around and started to 
tell stories. The scene of the first one was laid in 
Arizona where the fellow said they had to keep all 
the hens in the house; that it was so hot, if the hens 
laid the eggs in the sand, they would be cooked within 
three minutes. Another travelling wanted to go a 
little further and he told about a wonderful new cloth 
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for trousers which had the characteristic that every 
time the trousers were washed the cloth would extend 
instead of shrinking as did the old blue jeans. Of 
course that interested the young man very much un- 
til the statement was made with great seriousness that 
each time the trousers were washsd, the good wife 
had to cut off cloth enough for dish towels. Then the 
next man told a story even more remarkable than the 
other two and it was almost too much for the pro- 
fessor. He had always been astudent of the scripture 
and endeavored to grasp the exact meaning of the 
passages. Just at this time the brakeman came through 
the car. The station he announced was the one our 
friend was to get off. As he arose from his seat he 
turned to the travelling men and said, “Gentlemen, I 
am very glad to have met you because in doing so, 
you have made plain to me one passage of the script- 
ure wherein it says that Ananias stood forth; it occurs 
to me that you gentlemen must have stood first, sec- 
ond and third.” (Laughter) 

Professor D. H. Otis of Madison will now speak to 
you. (Applause) 

Professor Otis. After that introduction, I feel a 
good deal like the fellow that joined the army and was 
very brave until he got to his first battle. When the 
bullets began to whiz by his head, he took to his heels 
and ran as fast as he could the other way. The cap- 
tain hollered out to him saying, “See here, young 
man, don’t run off like a baby” to which the fellow 
replied, “I wish I was a baby and a gall baby too.” 
(Laughter and applause.) 

I always like to attend a meeting of this kind when 
I am not on the program. I sat down to dinner today 
feeling fine for I thought that I did not have to say 
anything this afternoon. But lo and behold after I 
tanked up just as much as I could, they came to me 
and said they wanted me to say a little something. I 
feel very much like the little negro down south. They 
had got into a patch of water-melons, and you know 
how the negroes like water-melon. Well, this fellow 
was no exception. That evening his mother called 
for the doctor in great haste and when the doctor 
came he looked over the little fellow, shook his head 
and said—“Too much water-melon.” “No, no,” his 
mother replied, “Not too much water-melon ; too little 
nigger.” (Laughter.) 


I came here today with my class to study not to 
talk. We came here to take lessons from Professor 
Rowlands and Professor Fox and several of these oth- 
er professors here. We are trying to study farms 
instead of books right now. We are trying to get at 
the real meaning of farming and how it is handled by 
our successful farmers. I presume that you are not 
surprised when I tell you that after we looked all over 
the state for the best place to come, that we landed 
right here in Waukesha County. We have an idea 


that there is something very practical to study right 
on the farms. 


I remember when I was a small boy going through 
my common school, and that wasn’t long ago, that 
they used to tell me there were just three things open 
tome. I could either be a preacher or a doctor or a 
lawyer; that there wasn’t any other profession that 
was worthy of the name. They said I should take up 
a classical course at college. Well, I remembered 
about that time of one fellow that went off to college 
and came back with some of his classical education 
and he was explaining to his peewee brother that he 
had been off to college and what he had learned. He 


said “I tell you, there are some wonderful thi 
this world and the most wonderful is science. Scien 
is the great factor that moves things. Why it canis 
the grass to grow, it causes the flowers to bloom, 
Science turns the wheels of. progress and makes the 
world go ‘round.” And then, for fear that his little 
brother would not understand what science was he 
says “Science consists of the comprehension and ad. 
judification of such atoms, nonentities, catalyses and 
possibilities as are beyond the loco citato bellum inter. 
necinum of uneducated individuals.” (Laughter,) 

I said to myself that may be education and that 
fellow may be educated but he is an educated fool. 

My colleague, Professor Humphrey, over here will 
remember when there was a delegation of Southern 
State Superintendents who visited the college two or 
three years ago to see what was being done along 
educational lines in this and other states up north. 
After taking those men around to the various parts of 
the college, we landed at the dairy barn and there 
Professor Humphrey brought out some good dai 
cows and explained the points of a good dairy animal. 
They were very much interested. When they got 
through with the explanations, some one spied Bx. 
Governor Hoard in the audience and asked the grand 
old man if he would not step forward and say a few 
words. Hedid. He came forward and put his hands 
upon one of those cows and he said, “Gentlemen, when- 
ever I approach a good dairy cow, I do it with a great 
deal of reverence.” He said, “I have been studying 
this dairy cow all my life and the inside of this dairy 
cow is the darkest place I ever saw.” He then com- 
mented upon the fact it was rather strange how it was 
possible for an animal to take _ and hay and grind 
them up and turn out milk and butter-fat. You can- 
not do it with a sausage mill although you may at 
times get many mysterious things out of a sausage 
mill. (Laughter) Then, he says, “Over on the hill 


‘we have some students that are studying law. They 


sometimes make fun of the agricultural end of the in- 
stitution and call it a ‘cow college’ but” hesays, “I am 
afraid I would not dare turn one of those students 
loose among my herd of Guernsey cows because those 
cows would look with material compassion upon the 
ignorance of those poor students.” He continued, 
“The law is a noble profession, a grand profession ; it 
takes some of the best intellect that we have to suc- 
ceed in the profession of law, but really, what is law 
but the interpretation of man-made rules ? When you 
come to study this dairy cow, you are interpreting not 
the laws of man but the laws of God Almighty and it 
takes more skill and more intelligence to interpret the 
laws of God Almighty than it does the law of man. 
Whenever you see a farmer who belittles his profes- 
sion and says he is nothing but a farmer, rest assured 
that he does not understand the dignity of his profes- 
sion and the brains that it requires to conduct it as it 
should be conducted.” 


Oh, I tell you friends in this community you are an 
inspiration to the students and to all who know of the 
great work you are doing because you are_ putting 
brains into this work as well as brawn. When we 
come here and study what you are doing, we are in- 
spired to nobler and better thoughts and work. We 
know there are expertshere. You have shown usand 
it is up to us to make use of what we have learned 
from you. 


Whenever I go away from this community it is 
always with a feeling that reminds me a good deal of

xperience of another fellow who joined the army. 
i copa tall, green, lank sort of a fellow who was 
not up in the rules of etiquette. He came before the 
recruiting officer and said “I want to join the army. 
The recruiting officer said to him “I don’t believe we 
can use you.” He did not think he was the right kind 
of timber and the fellow went away feeling sad that 
he would not be allowed to go in and fight his part of 
the battle for the country. The next day the fellow 
came back. He was one: of those persistent chaps, 
and he went to the recruiting officer again and said 
that he wanted tojointhe army. The officer repeated 
that he could not use him. The fellow said “Give me 
one chance. I will guarantee to whip one fellow on 
the other side.” “Well”, the recruiting officer said, 
“if you want to make that guarantee, we will try you” 
so he took him in. He had not practiced with his 
regiment when it was ordered to storm a fort situated 
up on a high hill. They got half way up and they 
found the enemy was too much. The bugle called 
retreat but this green young man did not know what 
it was and he went marching on up the hill alone. 
The enemy saw him coming up there alone but did 
not know what one man was intending to do and they 
simply stared at him. He got clear to the top of the 
hill, grabbed one of the enemy in his arms and pro- 
ceeded to march back down again. Fearing that they 
might shoot their own man, the enemy allowed him 
to proceed to the foot of the hill and into his own 
camp. When he appeared among his comrades they 
said in astonishment—“ Where did you get that man” 
to which the green soldier replied “I picked him up 


on the hill. There are plenty more up there.” (Pro- 
longed applause.) 
President. We have occasion to feel very fortunate 


and to congratulate ourselves at this meeting because 
of a certain number on our program which will now 
be presented by a young man whohas graduated with 
high honors from the Wisconsin University who chose 
as his thesis “The Waukesha County Guernsey Breed- 
ers.” As you know, this was one of the first organi- 
zations of its kind in the country—now it is one of the 
most powerful. This young man has gone into the 
subject very enthusiastically and exhaustively, spend- 
ing a great deal of time upon it. He sent a list of 
questions to each member of the association and found 
out all the details of their business and he is going to 
present it to us this afternoon to show the results of 
five or six years of the association’s work. We all 
know that the farmers can accomplish an immense 
amount of good if they will co-operate. That is the 
spirit of the age. Railroad companies, lumber com- 
panies and in fact all large commercial institutions 
find great benefit from co-operation because it is good 
business. In Waukesha County the Holstein and 
Guernsey breeders have clearly demonstrated that a 
large amount of work can be accomplished to their 
mutual good by the farmers putting their shoulders to 
the wheel and striving toward one certain end. There 
Is great strength to be had from co-operation and this 
strength permits the accomplishment of a tremendous 
amount of work. Mr. John A. James, who has gone 
into this matter, will present to us here this afternoon 
the result of his investigation. I am sure you will be 
glad to listen at this time to what he has to say. 


Mr. John A. James. As President Rowlands has 
said, this paper was prepared at the University as part 
of the senior year’s work. Sometime ago it was read 
by Mr. Fox, your Secretary, and he suggested at that 
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time that it be read at this meeting; so I shall confine 
myself to the manuscript as it has been prepared. 
Mr. James’ paper is as follows: 


CO-OPERATIVE GUERNSEY CATTLE INTER- 
ESTS OF WAUKESHA COUNTY. 


By John Ambrose James. 


This is an age of co-operation and combination. 
In all industries the leaders have organized for their 
mutual benefit and to control sales and prices. Farm- 
ers as a class are the last to enter combinations for 
the benefit of themselves. One form of farmers’ or- 
ganization that has started in the state of Wisconsin 
for the mutual benefit of its members is the Commun- 
ity Breeders’ Associations. The county is usually the 
unit of organization. The organization is formed for 
the Jersey, the Holstein, the Guernsey, or for the gen- 
eral uplift of the cattle interests. Organizations to 
promote better breeding of horses, sheep, swine, chick- 
ens, etc., are also formed and all are associated and 
work in harmony with the State Live Stock Associa- 
tion. The lines of work that have reached the highest 
development in the state are the associations for 
Dairy Cattle improvement. There are fifty-three of 
these Community Breeders’ Associations in the state 
at present, twenty-two for the Guernsey, twenty for 
the Holstein-Friesian, four for the Jersey and the re- 
mainder being associations for the advancement of 
cattle interests and other agricultural pursuits. The 
people of the state were and are being assisted in this 
movement by the Animal Husbandry Department of 
the University of Wisconsin and the State Live Stock 
Association and as an illustration of the eagerness 
with which the plan has been accepted, it is only 
necessary to state that thirty-one of these associations 
were formed with the state in less than four years. 


THE WAUKESHA GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


The first association to be formed was the one in 
Waukesha County among the Guernsey cattle breed- 
ers. The association is typical of what may be ex- 
pected of others and of the benefits that may be de- 
rived from organization. It demonstrates what 
organization will do for the farmer when he applies 
this principle to dairying as well as to other interests 
of the farm. The object of the preparation of this 
thesis has been to present the organization, aims, 
history, present condition and accomplishments of this 
association as a model to others in the state. 

Information and data relating to the subject were 
obtained as follows :—At the time of the State Live 
Stock Association meeting at Madison in February, 
opportunity for personal talks with some of the mem- 
bers of the association, especially the officers was af- 
forded and improved. Papers such as Hoard’s Dairy- 
man and the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal furnished 
considerable material. Personal letters were received 
from some of the officers and a series of letters and 
postals were sent to each member of the association. 
The names of other men in Waukesha County, not 
members of the association, who owned pure-breds 
and grade Guernseys, were obtained from the mem- 
bers of the association. Letters containing list of 
questions and addressed stamped envelopes were sent 
to both classes to be filled out and returned. Later a 


- double postal card asking for additional information 


was sent to all persons. A visit was made to several 
farms and the third annual sale was attended. The 
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form ofthe letter, blank reports and post card are 
submitted in the appendix of this ariicle. 


RANK IN GUERNSEY OWNERSHIP. 


A. W. Hopkins has graphically pictured the six 
leading Guernsey states of the United States and gives 
the following figures which indicate ownership of 


pure-bred Guernseys in these states. He gives Wis- 
consin 3,001, New York 2,340, Pennsylvania 2,006, 


Massachusetts 1,147, New Jersey 737 and Ohio 733. 
This shows Wisconsin to be the leading state of the 
Union in the ownership of pure-bred Guernseys. 
another picture were to show the ownership of grade 
Guernseys it would likewise give Wisconsin the lead- 
ing position. 


n the report of the American Guernsey Cattle Club 


which appears in the Guernsey Breeders’ Journal of 
March, 1911, it is found that the number of pure-bred 
Guernsey cattle in the United States is 17,163 and that 
3,610 of that number are owned in Wisconsin, which 


ives Wisconsin twenty-one per cent. of the pure-bred 
uernsey cattle of the United States. That Wiscon- 


sin is a Guernsey state is also shown by the fact that 
thirty-nine of the three hundred and twenty-five mem- 
bers of the American Guernsey Cattle Club live in the 
state of Wisconsin, thus giving twelve per cent. of the 
total membership to this state. Of the 3,610 Guernsey 
cattle in Wisconsin over 1,500 are reported to be in 
Waukesha County, giving this county almost forty- 
two per cent. of the Guernsey cattle of Wisconsin or 
nine per cent. of the pure-bred Guernsey cattle of the 
United States. This does not include grade Guernseys 
- 4 there are a greater number than of pure- 

reds.

ORGANIZATION OF THE ASSOCIATION. 
Waukesha County is in South Eastern Wisconsin 


and borders Milwaukee County. Milwaukee and oth- 
er cities of considerable size make it an ideal position 
for the sale of the rich, wholesome, golden colored 
milk of the pure-bred and grade Guernsey. For over 
twenty years this county had its Guernsey breeder, in 
Charles Solveson of Nashotah. Until 1904 he was the 
only one. At that time R. W. Rowlands, William M. 
Jones and John H. Williams purchased about thirty 
head of young Guernsey females and a few cows. 
Before that time they had owned a pure-bred Guern- 
sey sire. In the year 1905 Mr. Rowlands and Mr. 
Williams interested the other men in a new project. 
They proposed the organization of the Waukesha 
Guernsey Breeders’ Association and methods of or- 
ganization and of interesting others were suggested. 
Opposition was expected, but as has been the case 
since the time of the organization, they decided to do 
what could be done and ‘pull together for Guernsey 
Interests.’ 
in the community, became interested in the project 
and offered his office as a place of central location, 
suitable for a general meeting. These men sitting 
around the coal stove at the farm residence of John 
H. Williams made arrangements to call the first form- 
al meeting in April, 1906, at Waukesha town hall, 
which resulted in a formal organization with a mem- 
bership of twelve. The following officers were elect- 
ed: President, William M. Jones; Vice-President, A. 


C. Russell; Secretary, R. W. Rowlands; Treasurer, 
John H. Williams.

Dean H. L. Russell, Professor George L. 
Governor W. D. Hoard, Charles Le Hill acmphey, 
have been willing co-workers with the members ani 
have given many helpful addresses. Meetings were 
held in the town halls, the G. A. R. hall of Wauk 
and at the homes of members of the association, T 
ics relating to the selection, breeding, feeding and co. 
operation for the advancement of the interests of 
Guernsey cattle in Waukesha County were discussed 
at these meetings. The audiences were not confined 
to members of the association. Some came out of 
curoisity, others were suspicious and others gave no 
encouragement, but the association was determined 
to win. They determined to hold at least two meet. 
ings per year and above all things to pull together. 
The purpose of the association as expressed by one 
of the charter members is as follows :—“The first few 
members thought they could see great possibilities 
for such an association and were determined that this 
organization must not merely exist on the formalities 
of a lifeless annual meeting and election of officers, 
but a company of men with a purpose; ever on the 
alert to prove to the public the merits of their chosen 
breed. They met opposition and indifference with a 
downright conviction that the association would be a 
power for the betterment of the agricultural and dairy 
interests of the country.” Their hopes are being 
realized and when some of the prominent busines men 
of Waukesha county point with pride to the pioneer 
co-operative farmers, association, surely its members 
may feel proud of their labors so well started. 


DATA OF THESIS. 


How much has been accomplished in Waukesha 
County can best be shown by the use of the data that 
were collected by means of the letters and card already 
mentioned. The Waukesha Guernsey Breeders’ As- 
sociation has a membership of eighty-three members. 
There are ten companies where both members belong 
to the association and this decreases the number to 
be counted seventy-three herds. Three of the herds 
are not in Waukesha County, thus bringing the herds 
of the association within the county to seventy. Re- 
ports were received from fifty-six of the possible sev- 
enty herds or eighty per cent. of the association herds. 
Data of the remaining fourteen herds were obtained 
from the secretary of the association. A few of the 
large breeders such as M. H. Tichenor and August 
Vogel failed to send reports. The data from herds 
outside of the county was not used in this thesis. 

Names of thirty-five non-members of the association 
who were owners of Guernsey cattle were received 
and twenty-seven reports were received or seventy- 
seven per cent. That all the available data were not 
collected must be considered in this work, although 
an amount that is representative of the county was 
collected and fairly represents the advanced conditions 
of the county. 


CATTLE OWNED IN THE COUNTY. 


In the report of the association and from speeches 
made by the officers of the association at the time of 
the last meeting, it is taken that there are at present 
1500 pure-bred cattle of the Guernsey breed in Wauw- 
kesha County, although these data do not show such 
a number. It is claimed that the number of pure-bred 


cattle in the county has increased from 1000 to 1500 
or a gain of fifty per cent. since the society has been 
organized. Considering the large number of pure-bred 
animals sold each year, this is a remarkable gain.

By a perusal of the above figures it is seen that 
some of the members have other cattle than the Guern- 
sey. There were six pure-bred herds reported. Some 
of the members are owners of Jersey and Holstein 
pure-bred cattle. Waukesha County has a Holstein 
Association which was organized three years later 
than the Guernsey Association and is without doubt 
one of the results of the Guernsey Association. This 
association has a membership of ninety-four members. 

It is seen from the above data that a very large per- 
centage of the pure-bred Guernsey cows are owned by 
members of the asssociation and that almost as large 
a percentage of the grade Guernseys are owned by the 
members. It is worth while to call attention to the 
fact that nearly all of the non-members own pure-bred 
Guernsey sires or Own one in partnership with a 
neighbor. One thing the association started to do as 
soon as organized was to clear out the scrub bull. 
How well this has been done can be seen by the above 
table where it is found that only five grade bulls are 
being used and that only one is owned by a member 
of the association. It is found that he is one of the 
new members of the association and will no doubt 
soon procure a pure-bred as_ the association insists 
that its members own pure-bred sires. 


SATISFACTION IN GUERNSEYS. 


To find out if the farmers were satisfied with 
Guernseys, a question along that line was asked. It 
was found that interest in the breed dated back twen- 
ty years in one case and the latest interest was that 
of a member who started a pure-bred herd less than 
a year ago. The association was organized just a little 
over seven years ago. According to answers received 
from the farmers there were only nineteen of these 
persons interested in Guernseys seven years ago. Of 
this number seven are not members of the associa- 
tion, leaving but eleven men of the eighty-two mem- 
bers who were interested in the breed of common in- 
terest at the organization of the association. This is 
a gain of over 700%. At each meeting of the associa- 
tion new names are added to the list and the interest 
Is growing. The average interest among the members 
is a little over six years while among the non-mem- 
bers it is five years. 

When asked if they intended to stay in the Guern- 
sey line it was found that seventy-eight of eighty-three 
reporting intend to stay in the work and that six of 
that number already have pure-bred herds. Four non- 
members answered nothing to the question or had not 
decided. Only one person of the whole number was 
dissatisfied and answered in the negative. This man 
owns a fine grade Guernsey herd and from his own 
statement as to yearly returns from his herd, his at- 
titude is hard to explain. This certainly shows satis- 
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faction is obtainable in the Guernsey line. 

It was found that fifty-one of the fifty-six members 
of the association and twenty-three members of the 
twenty-seven non-members reporting, hope to gradual- 
ly build up a pure-bred herd. This makes a total of 
seventy-four out of a possible eighty-three persons. 
This includes the six pure-bred Guernsey herds which 
are owned in the association. Four persons seemed 
to have no inclination in that direction while the oth- 
ers were undecided or thought it too great an under- 
taking to build up such a herd. 

The interest in the Guernsey is well shown and 
further explained by the large number of fine individ- 
uals owned by the members, many of which are being 
tested for a record of their performance. 


OFFICIAL TESTING. 


In order to know what their cattle are doing and to 
show to prospective buyers the merits of the Guernsey 
cattle, the official testing has been given considerable 
attention. Advanced registration of Guernsey cattle 
was established in 1901. An advantage of this isthat 
it increases the value of the animal and of the off- 
spring as a sale product and also shows what the ani- 
mal can do from the report of an uninterested party. 
It therefore has become a good business proposition. 
The testing is done under official supervision of the 
University or other authorized authority. In orderto 
be eligible for the Advanced Registry, the cow must 
first be entered in the American Guernsey Club Herd 
Register. The requirements of the Advanced Regis- 
tration of cows is according to the production for a 
given age with requirements as follows :—— 

2 yrs. of age 6,000 Ibs. of milk ; butter fat, 250. 5 Ibs. 
per year. 

5 yrs. of age 10,000 lbs. of milk; butter fat, 360 Ibs. 
per year. 

For each day over the two year requirements an in- 
crease of 3.65 lbs. of milk per day and .1 of butter fat 
up to the five year requirement. 

‘Bulls are admitted to Advanced Registry when they 
have two daughters. There is no seven day test as in 
the Jerseys and Holsteins. . 

The Guernsey Herd Book of May, 1910, showed 
106 Advanced Registry bulls. A great deal of atten- 
tion has been paid to the matter of officially testing 
cows in Waukesha County, during the past four or 
five years. The work of testing for Advanced Regis- 
tration is confined to the members of the association 
in the county although non-members are allowed to 
compete if their cattle are pure-breds. In collecting 
data on this matter I found that there were eighty-five 
Advanced Registry cows reported and thirty cows in 
the test by a total of thirteen persons, one person, Mr. 
M. Jones, owning twenty-three head and having six 
more in the test at the time of reporting. Members 
reported eight Advanced Registry bulls and non-mem- 
bers reported five more. Some of the Advanced Reg- 
istry numbers of these bulls could not be found but 
the names and numbers of a few will be given under 
the head of ‘Special Individuals’. 

During the past year more attention has been given 
the matter of Advanced Registry testing in Waukesha 
County than ever before and a remarkable record has 
been made. According to the Guernsey Breeders’ 
Journal of the past year up to May, there were seven 
different persons with cattle testing for Advanced 
Registry records. There were thirty-three cows that 
made Advanced Registry records and ee pe 
more that were in the test and presented g aver- 
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ages. William M. Jones had fifteen of the cows that 
made the requirements and Fox Brothers had seven 
that finished and twenty-two more in the test. There 
were two bulls entered in the Advanced Registry 
during the same time. The members of the associa- 
tion may well claim to have more record cows and 
bulls than any other section of the country of equal 
area in America. Beside the ones mentioned there 
were several bulls with more than enough daughters 
to place them in the Register. 


TESTING OF GRADE GUERNSEYS. 


The grade Guernsey has had her place in the opera- 
tions of the county. Many high grade Guernseys are 
owned and much attention is given them. The Wis- 
consin Dairy Cow contest as conducted by the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin under the control of Professor 
Woll of the college has brought forth many good in- 
dividuals. It has been found that the high grade 
Guernsey makes good use of her feed and is a very 
economical producer of butter fat. Her test is between 
3.5 and 5.5 and makes an average of 4.5%. A prom- 
inent dairyman reported that eleven grade Guernseys, 
four of which were two year olds, averaged per in- 
dividual over cost of food, a return of $117.24 in one 
year. Mr. Richard W. Rowlands, a member of this 
association, has had three grades in this contest that 
made remarkable records. The record of Bessie, one 
of these, is worthy of mention. Bessie was three 
years, four months of age and gave 12,195 pounds of 
milk, averaging 5.41% test and so producing 659.3 
pounds of butter fat. In this contest the cows were 
graded according to a five year age limit and Bessie’s 
production was increased eighteen per cent. to bring 
her production to that of the five year limit. This 
handicap due to immaturity gave her credit for 
777.945 pounns of butter fat and gave her the best rec- 
ord of the test. Her product was valued at $230.74 
and the feed value was $58.55, giving a return of 
$172.19 over the cost of feed. Mr. Rowlands also had 
nine others in the contest with a production of over 
500 pounds of butter fat each. It is suggested that the 
time has come when an advanced register for grade 
cattle would be an incentive for more attention to the 
production side of dairying. To this registry all breeds 
could enter and it should serve to do away with the 
star boarder of so many farms. It is suggested that 
in a short time performance and production will be 
vital factors to be considered along with breeding. 


ANIMALS WORTHY OF SPECIAL ATTENTION. 


The people of Waukesna County through the 
medium of the Advanced Registry testing are build- 
ing up a large class of special individuals. Importing 
of cattle into the country from the Guernsey Islands 
and parts of the United States is also making this 
more and more the “Guernsey Capital of America.” 
This spring M. H. Tichenor offered $6,000 to F. Lothrop 
Ames of North Easton, Mass., for a five week bull calf 
out of the wonderful Guernsey, Dolly Dimple. The 
calf is to be shipped to Mr. Tichenor when six months 
old, provided at that lime he shows himself to be equal 
to what is expected from his breeding. 

Besides the many Advanced Registry cows that 
might be mentioned are found the many fine sires 
among which might be mentioned :—

though not an Advanced Registry bull has credits in 
surplus of the requirements and will be entered later 
He is the property of Mr. Tichenor of Oconomowoe, 
who has a very valuable herd of the Glenwood strain, 
of cattle. Other herds are strong in the blood of the 
Yeksas, Masher, Raymonds and King of the May. 


TUBERCULOSIS. 


That these fine herds may be protected from disease 
the whole county has worked together to eradicate the 
dread disease or bovine tuberculosis. In the sales of 
cattle all cattle are sold under a veterinarian’s certifi. 
cate as free from tuberculosis. Waukesha County 
has perhaps more tuberculin tested cattle than any 
county in the United States. In view of the agitation 
against this test during the past two years questions 
were asked to find how this county felt in regard to 
tuberculin test. It was found that only two of the 
thirty-six members of the association reporting did 
not favor the retaining of the test while only six of 
twenty-two members were opposed to the test. Some 
of these reporting were strongly in favor of barn sani- 
tation as well. In the census of the number of cattle 
tested it was found that fifty-one of fifty-six herds, 
that is ninety-one per cent. of the herds of the mem- 
bers were entirely tested with exception of calves while 
with the non-members fifteen herds were tested, six 
with part of the cattle tested and only six herds of the 
eighty-three with no tuberculin tested cattle in them. 
This is certainly a record of which to be proud. 


PROGRESSIVE FARMING. 


Not only in the matter above mentioned have the 
members of this association found co-operation an ad- 
vantage to them. We find here that while building 
up the fine herds of cattle they have also been increas- 
ing the value of the land, increasing its productivity 
and fertilily. Alfalfa, the greatest of the legumes, is 
becoming well established in the country. There were 
reported six hundred and ninety-nine acres of this 
legume. The amount owned by various persons varies 
from very small fields to forty acres. Forty-eight 
members have five hundred and eighty-seven acres 
while sixteen of the non-members had a sum total of 
one hundred and twelve acres. This gives an average 
of twelve acres per member and seven acres per non- 
member. Besides the great feeding value of this 
legume, the fertility as added to the soil in nitrogen 
and additional value to the manure, is hard to estt- 
mate. : 

The silo has become also an indispensable article 
for the dairy and many farmers have two or three 
silos. Some have two for corn ensilage and a smaller 
one for malt products. Of eighty-three reporting, 
sixty-two have one to three silos, three will build this 
summer and eighteen have not built silos. Of the 
members of the association having no silos, of which 
there are seven, each had a considerable amount of 
alfalfa and seemed to depend to a large extent on that 
product for feed. The large numbers of silos and the 
large acreage of alfalfa in the county has meant much 
in the development of the dairy industry and the pros- 
perity of the county. 
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The use of commercial fertilizers is not a necessity 
as a general rule where the industry is dairying and 
this is especially true in the use of nitrogen. It was 
found that no farmer was using a commercial nitrogen 
fertilizer, as the alfalfa and manure gave a plenteous 
supply to the crops. However, several had used lime- 
stone from Dousman or from sugar beet factories in 

reparing land for alfalfa. Eight different persons 
fad used a phosphate fertilizer and there has been a 
slight use of marl, gypsum and potash in various por- 
tions of the county. 

One reason that so little phosphate fertilizers have 
been needed is well shown by the large amounts of 
concentrates fed to stock. The ones that have been 
used most are bran, Ajax Flakes, cotton seed and oil- 
meal and large quantities of distillers grains. 


There are several things that tend to better farming 
that have been started to a slight extent and in some 
cases deserve more attention. It was found that four- 
teen of thirty-six members reporting and three of four- 
teen non-members weigh the milk of each cow daily 
to determine production. Twenty.nine members and 
fourteen non-members endeavor to feed a balanced 
ration or a total of forty-three of fifty-nine reporting. 
Only seventeen of the fifty-nine reporting obtain a fat 
test of each cow each month. One thing that should 
have more attention is the matter of farm accounts. 
It was found that only twenty-five members and four- 
teen non-members of the fifty-nine reporting, keep any 
form of account. Each farmer should keep a system 
of farm accounts of some kind. 


These are but points that may be mentioned in pass" 
ing as places where improvements may be made. In 
advanced farming we find many leaders, such as: 
Fox Bros., Wm. M. Jones, R. W. Rowlands, former 
Secretary of the State Board of Agriculture, M. H. 
Tichenor, J. H. Williams, and many others who might 
be mentioned as of equal importance. 


The University of Wisconsin, appreciating the ad- 
vanced methods of this county, has placed the farms 
of Wm. M. Jones, R. W. Rowlands and J. H. Williams 
on the list of accredited farms of the University. The 
University has 14 farms of the state on this list and 
this is alarge proportion of the number for one county. 


Not all of the leaders are necessarily in the Guern- 
sey Association. Following the example set by their 
brother breeders of Guernseys. the Holstein breeders 
have formed a strong association for their favored 
breed, and today they outnumber the Guernsey Breed- 
ers in members of the association. The Holstein as- 
sociation has ninety-four members. 


_ A Waukesha idea of progression might be illustrated 
in the leader of the dairy cattle section of the State 
Fair parade of last fall. This section of the parade 
was led by the herd bull of A. W. & F. E. Fox of the 
Waukesha Stock Farm. The bull, Glenwood’s Com- 
bination 5th 11354, was driven in a cart as a horse 
might be driven. The bull is given exercise in this 
way and is a suggestion as to a method of exercise 
and fitting of the sire for service by proper exercise. 

_ Another matter that shows progression is the adver- 
tisement that each one is giving his farm. Many of 
the homes are given names and the owners are supply- 
ing themselves with printed stationery. Sales by 
private parties are advertised by the means of paper 
advertisements as well as appropriate catalogs of 
pedigrees for distribution. These will be considered 
under the head of “Sales.” 


FAIR WORK. 


Waukesha County breeders call attention to the 
conditions of prosperity and progressiveness in one of 
their sale bulletins as follows: “Rememberthatthereare 
more Guernsey cattle in the state of Wisconsin than 
in any other state of the Union and that the county of 
Waukesha in the state of Wisconsin contains more 
Guernsey cattle than any other county in that state or 
in the United States. And bear in mind still further, 
that there are more tuberculin tested Guernsey cattle 
in the state of Wisconsin than in any other state in 
the Union and that Waukesha county in the state of 
Wisconsin contains more tuberculin tested Guernsey 
cattle than any county in the state.” But Waukesha 
county people have not settled back upon their laurels. 
No one district of the state is pushing ahead and leav- 
ing their impress upon the agricultural districts more 
than this small area. In the show ring, they are per- 
haps not excelled in the extent of their prize winnings 
per unit area. Great credit was gained at 1909 fairs 
in the middle west and on the Pacific coast. In that 
year the herds of Brook Hill Farm and Fox Brothers 
were shown at Iowa State Fair, winning all but one of 
the first prizes and many smaller ones as well as all 
the championships. Strengthened by the herd of 
William M. Jones, Waukesha County breeders repeat- 
ed their performance at the Minnesota State Fair. 
Strengthened by the herds of J. H. Williams, J. R. 
Love, they were then shown at the Wisconsin State 
Fair, where in some classes as many as twenty animals 
were shown. At this fair, all but one first, all seconds 
and every championship prize was won. Mr. William’s 
herd captured many prizes at the Illinois Fair. After 
this, Fox Brothers showed at the Alaska-Yukon- 
Pacific Exposition. Here this herd captured practical- 
ly one-half of the first Guernsey prizes and also the 
same number of seconds and many lower prizes. 
With this herd of twenty animals shown, Fox Bros. 
brought back these prizes: The diploma for the best 
exhibit and also the prizes for the Reserve Grand 
Champion Bull, Reserve Grand Champion Cow and 
Junior Champion Heifer. After this time in the same 
year sixty per cent. of the prizes of the National Dairy 
Show were captured by the herds of Fox Bros., Wm. 
M. Jones, J. H. Williams and Brook Hill Farm. Not 
only in the live stock but also in the milk contest 
Waukesha County proved its excellence, winningmany 
of the gold and silver medals. 


This record has been kept up by the showings of the 
various herds. The fairs of 1911 were very success- 
ful in prize winning. The Guernsey Breeders’ Jour- 
nal gives the following at various fairs as the number 
of prizes won by members of the Waukesha Associa- 
tion :

Besides these awards the following list of special 
prizes were taken: 


Class for inheritance, individual merit and produc- 
tion. Certified Cream Class—International—Silver 
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Medal and Ist, Brook Hill Farm, Genesse Depot. Same 
farm—First Premium on Certified Milk. 

Winnings from Special Prizes and Trophies offered 
by American Guernsey Cattle Club 1911, as follows: 

Minnesota State Fair, 5 of possible 13; Iowa State 
Fair, 6 of possible 10: International Dairy Show, 17 of 
possible 29; Premier Breeder Prize, William M. Jones 
at Wisconsin State Fair. 

These 34 prizes and the 232 awards make a total of 
266 prizes not counting the lesser awards at other 
shows where no record was taken. These showings 
have done much towards advertising this section of 
country as a Guernsey section and has perhaps been 
a large factorin bringing into the country the $100,000 
which has been left there in the past year by pur- 
chasers of Guernseys. 


PROFITABLE ADVERTISING. 


The fair work has been a big factor in bringing 
buyers to Waukesha County but the amount of money 
spent in newspaper and journal advertisements has 
also been a factor. The fair showing has been but 
one factor. Pick up any paper that is advertising live 
stock and in it will be found some reference to Wau- 
kesha Guernsey Breeder’s Association. Many of the 
members of the association have special letter head- 
ing and envelopes that state the name of the farm, its 
interests and on some the visiting days. Special cards 
containing pictures of the home, special individuals, 
pedigrees, herd records, etc., have been put out, for 
instance by Mr. Charles Solveson which are a credit 
to himself as well as his county. The science of ad- 
vertising has certainly been studied. For instance on 
picking up one paper, one could not help but notice 
in large type the following :

Such advertising as well as full page advertisements 
along the same lines as appeared in one of the May 
numbers of Hoard’s Dairyman show the spirit of the 
time as applied to scientific advertising in this asso- 
ciation with its progressive spirit. Very fine sale 
bulletins of about one hundred pages are distributed 
at the time of each annual sale. These contain pedi- 
grees of the special animals of the herds as related to 
animals for sale. Pedigrees of the animals for sale are 
also given. Some very fine cuts and a history of the 
association’s work and policies make it a very fine 
little book. 

The association gives a certificate of membership 
to its members and the interests of its members is 
well shown in the statement of one of the members 
who said: “The Guernsey grade is the mortgage lift- 
er of the farmer.” Another expressed himself as 
“Glad to do anything for the Guernsey interests.” 

Another live phase of this association is the work 
of the Secretary, in keeping the members of the asso- 
ciation in touch with him in what stock they have for 
sale and also in notifying the members of prospective 
purchasers. A series of postal cards is arranged. 
The first a double postal card is sent to the member 


with a return postal attached. The fi

Here an outline as above is placed and filled in by 
the secretary as to the needs of the purchaser. 

At the bottom of the card is found “ Write him at 
once what you have to sell.” 

In this way the secretary of the association is able 
to act as a sort of clearing house for the association 
and so each man of the county gets the benefit of the 
money spent in advertising. According to the report 
of the secretary, the association spent $1392.21 in 
advertising and stationery in the year 1911. Besides 
this amount $1800 was spent in advertisements as 
appearing in Pierce’s Weekly, Hoard’s Dairyman, and 
the Wisconsin Agriculturist. These were paid for by 
the persons whose names appeared in the advertise- 
ments and so brought the amount spent in this way 
to nearly $3200, not counting individual cards, letter 
heads, etc. Surely this may partly account for a state- 
ment sent in as follows: “The people are coming 
here to buy grades and pure-bred cattle. We get bet- 
ter prices and land is going up. People want to bu 
farms to get into a pure bred section and even breed- 
ers are moving into Waukesha County.” Surely these 
people are reaping the benefits of co-operation. 

It has been suggested that the association adopt 
some official seal which will be placed upon each car 
or crate of stock that leaves the county and this also 
be placed upon the cover of the sale catalog. This 
would serve to become a fixed trade mark and bring 
further notice to the county. 


SALE OF STOCK. 


Beside the stock sold at private sale during the year 
and at special sales by members, the members of the 
association hold an annual sale. At first a sale list 
and Bulletin was published and then on Tuesday, 
November 15, 1910, the First Annual Sale of the Wau- 
kesha County Guernsey Breeders was held at the Fair 
Grounds at Waukesha. This was such a success that 
another was held November 8, 1911, and then the time 
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changed to a spring date and the next or Third 
a Sale was held Thursday, May 23, 1912. 

These sales will be held annually and the terms 
upon which the stock is sold are such that the buyer 
may feel perfect safety in his purchases. Every ani- 
mail is pledged to absolute sale if two bids are given 
on the same animal, and no person consigning anl- 
mals to the sale is allowed to bid or to have another 
person bid for him. All the cattle are entered or will 
be entered, in the Herd Register of the American 
Guernsey Cattle Club and transfers are furnished to 
buyers. Each animal is tested for tuberculosis within 
a month of the time of sale and is sold as free from 
the disease and a veterinarian’s certificate is given if 
desired. 


Results of the three annual sales are given as fol- 


lows:

In the first sale, Lillie of Poplar Grove 16344, 
brought a record price. She was sold to Gustave 
Pabst as part of a foundation stock. The second sale 
saw an increase in the average price of about sixteen 
dollars. The third shows another increase of over 
twenty-seven dollars. The average price of seventeen 
bulls at the second sale was $175.30, while the average 
price for females was $291.72. At this sale Countess 
Fantine 14720, and fourteen other animals were sold 
to William J. Lemp, of St. Louis (Alswel Farm) for a 
sum of $4,750. Countess of Fantine brought a record 
price of $876.00 and was perhaps the best Guernsey 
cow ever offered at auction sale in America. She was 
bred by Charles L. Hill, of Rosendale, and had a record 
of 9,399.6 pounds of milk and 502.59 pounds of butter 
fat at two years old and 11,363.3 pounds of milk and 
582.33 pounds of butter fat at 3.5 years old. She was 
nine years old at time of sale. At the same time a 
bull, Billy Barlow 19167, or Masher of Sarnia, 121 Ped- 
igree Stock as known in Alderney, was sold for $875. 
He was the two-year-old son of Masher 63, Foundation 
Stock, and as a bull was qualified for championships 
at two State Fairs in the Middle West the fall before 
being offered for sale. He was bought by William M. 
Jones of Sunny Valley. 

The third annual sale was another great success. 
The number of animals offered at this sale was some- 
what smaller than at the other sales but the fine class 
of animals brought forth a higher average of bids and 
increased the average price twenty-seven dollars per 
animal over the sale of November 8, 1911. Six states 
were represented, namely, Idaho, Kansas, Illinois, 
Iowa, Minnesota and Wisconsin, and sales were made 
to representatives of five of them. 

The animal bringing the highest price was the four- 
year-old bull Kedge Anchor of the Glen, owned by 
Thomas Stapleton. This animal was sold for $900.00. 
Two of the animals consigned by William M. Jones of 
Sunny Valley Farm, the five-year-old cow, Imperial 3d 
32421, and Park’s Golden Countes 26811, four years 
old, brought respectively $630.00 and $525.00. Sweet 
Alice of Norwood 31423, consigned by Fruit Brothers, 
sold for $510.00, while Imperial Burland’s Fanny 33080, 
owned by S. G. Courteen, sold for $710.00. 

Besides the Annual Sales of the Association, where 
Guernseys of the members of the association are sold, 
Mr. M. H. Tichenor of Westmoreland Farm holds an 


annual sale. A sale catalog similar to the one by the 
association is published and the sales have been con- 
ducted under the auspices of the Waukesha Guernsey 
Association. Mr. Tichenor has held two sales from 
which the following data has been collected:

Mr. Tichenor has the Glenwood strain of Guernseys 
and the feature of the first sale was the sale of Imp. 
Hero of the Courtil Blicq 14,088, for $2375. This 
is the highest price that any Guernsey, male or female, 
had ever sold for up to that time at public auction. 
Since that time Mr. Tichenor has himself made a 
record in the purchase of the son of Dolly Dimple. 
At this sale Lillie Glenwood 17834, sold for $1,000. 

It should be stated here that Mr. Tichenor and Mr. 
S. G. Courteen of Oconomowoc have imported a con- 
siderable number of Guernsey heifers from the Island, 
= some of these have brought fancy prices at the 
sales. 

At the second sale there were Guernsey breeders 
from Illinois, lowa, Kansas, Michigan and Minnesota. 
The highest price paid was for Thelma Glenwood 
18829, a seven-year-old Advanced Registry cow with 
a record of 650 pounds of butter fat. She was pur- 
chased by Charles D. Ettinger of Tinley Park, Illinois. 
John Boardman of Michigan was the heaviest buyer, 
taking twelve head at a total cost of $4,195.00. At 
this sale seven daughters of Glenwood Girl with rec- 
ords between 355 and 570 pounds of butter fat per 
year were sold. Glenwood Girl was imported in 1884. 

The total for these five sales of pure-bred stock for 
three years totals:

It was found that the sale of stock by members dur- 
ing the past year, as compiled from reports by forty- 
one members amounts to $45,485.00, and from eleven 
reports by non-members to $2920.00. If the sale of 
Mr. Tichenor of $26,031.00 be included in this it brings 
the total amount of sales to $74,436.00 for the past 
year. 


It is an interesting thing to notice that the sales 
within the county almost equal the sale outside the 
county, showing that the county is alive to the keep- 
ing of much of the good stock within the district. 

Another point of interest is that the cattle owned 
by the members of the association are in great demand 
and that the prices brought at public auction are so 
often record prices. Since the time of Mr. Tichenor’s 
first sale, Fox Brothers have sold Imported Billy’s 
France of the Hougue 14362 at public auction for $3,200. 
This sale was made in Pennsylvania and is the record 


price paid for male or female Guernseys at public 
auction. 
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As a result of such amount of money being brought 
into the county in the purchase of stock it is no won- 
der that we find such a prosperous class of people. 
To this amount must be added the amount received 
from the sale of produce and that matter will be dis- 
cussed later. 


VAUE OF DAIRY CATTLE. 


It is a hard matter to get an estimate on the value 
of herds of such a class but by a comparison of the 
selling price of stock at the various sales through the 
county and then a glance at the estimated value given 
as an approximate value of the herd, it is easily seen 
that the values given below are not excessive.

From this data it is seen that the value of the 
Guernsey cattle of Waukesha County is about 
$400,000. 

SALE OF PRODUCE. 


Guernsey milk and cream is primarily a product for 
city consumption, and consequently we find that very 
little of it reaches the cheese factory. There are four 
certified milk farms and a fifth is soon to be added to 
the list. These certified milk plants are found on the 
farms of J. H. Williams, D. L. Williams, R. C. Morey 
and Brookhill Farm, and ship milk to the Chicago 
market. R. W. Rowlands will qualify this spring for 
this trade. A large number send milk or cream to 
Milwaukee or Waukesha trade. A summary. of this 
matter is given below:

It is seen from this data that the members are sup- 
plying the city trade to a large extent. Because of 
this demand the freshening of the cows is over prac- 
tically the whole year instead of during the fall. It 
was found that thirty-nine of the members and four- 
teen of the non-members have the cows freshen 
throughout the year to meet this constant demand, 
while fourteen members and ten non-members plan 
to have the cows freshen in the fall. The remaining 
seven persons reporting gave no answer to this ques- 
tion. It was interesting to note that but one person 
reported as taking his produce to a cheese factory. 

Reports were received as to the ayproximate yearly 
returns from sale of the milk and cream. It was 
found that forty-one members receive $158,772.00 or 
an average of $3860.00 per herd, while eighteen non- 
members report yearly returns from the same source 
$18,381.00 or an average of $1,050.

If $177,603.00 was received from milk and cream 
and $74,436.00 from the sale of stock in one year it 
gives a return of $252,039.00 to the persons reporting. 
This is an incomplete report as twenty-six herd re- 
ports on sale of stock and twenty-nine of sale of prod- 
uce were not received from members and sixteen re- 
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ports on sale of stock and nine on sale of produce were 
not Ran from es If these reports 
might have beeen included the amount would 

have exceeded $300,000.00. ———e 


Meetings of the Association. 


Two meetings of the association are held each year 
At such times social as well as business matters are 
considered. The winter meeting is usually held at 
Rest Haven in the city of Waukesha, when business 
matters are considered and a program is given, fol. 
lowed by a banquet in the afternoon in which Wauke. 
sha Guernsey products play no smallpart. The sum. 
mer meeting is usually held at one of the farm homes 
and is in the nature of a family picnic. At such times 
speakers are secured to discuss matters of interest 
along Guernsey and general farm lines. Theassocia- 
tion might well be called the social center organiza- 
tion of the farmers. During the past year thirty-two 
new members have been added at the time of these 
meetings. At the last meeting several matters of im- 
portance were settled. It was decided to hold the 
annual sale in the spring instead of the fall as had been 
the plan heretofore. A revision in the constitution 
was made and the association is now governed by a 
board of directors. The board of directors elected 
were as follows: 

For one year: F. E. Fox, H. N. Longley, D. W. 
Williams. For two years: Albert Fox, Earl Roberts, 
J. R. Love. For three years: R. W. Rowlands, Ed- 
ward Gerritts, W. M. Jones. 

The Board of Directors met on January 25th, 1912, 
and elected the following officers for the ensuing year : 

President, R. W. Rowlands; Vice-President, J. R. 
Love; Secretary, F. E. Fox; Treasurer, William M. 
Jones. At the meeting in Jauuary, the constitution 
was revised, a copy of which is given in the appendix 
of this thesis. 

GENERAL CONDITIONS. 


After making a comparison of the data furnished by 
the members and non-members of the association, the 
question arises why more of the non-members do not 
join the association. They are receiving the benefits 
of the advertising of the association and the benefits 
of co-operation. They do not have the benefits of the 
sale and the work they may do will not count as it 
would if done in co-operation with the association. 
The reports would suggest that the non-members as 
a class are not as far advanced in the new ideas of ag- 
riculture and are not entering into agriculture as ex- 
tensively, as the members and reports also show that 
their returns are not equal to that of the members in 
sale of produce per animal. 

The association has not a large membership but 
this is perhaps due to the attitude of the association 
towards its members in arrears. Nomember is carried 
on the roll if in arrears- Several have been dropped 
for this reason. 

The work of the association is being watched and 
others are being patterned after it. The Weld Com 
Guernsey Association was organized February 22d, 
1912, at Fort Lupton, Colorado, with a membership of 
twelve. The constitution adopted was the same as 
that of the Waukesha Association except in the num- 
ber of directors. ‘ 

This section is becoming an attractive region for 
persons interested in pure-bred cattle and breeders 
are anxious to move to such a district. This spring 
Fruit Bros. of Grant County moved to a Waukesha 
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farm with their fine herd of Guernseys in 
po gh be in the community where their interests 
would best be served. Others are sure to follow as 
the buyers always come where the largest quantity of 
goods 1s for sale. 


ADVANTAGES GAINED BY CO-OPERATION. 


The advantages gained by co-operation have been 
great in this county and yet the advantages are no 
greater than may come to practically any section of 
county that will organize and work together towards 
the end in view. The Lake Mills district is another 
community that has done practically the same thing, 
but along Holstein lines. Among the many advan- 
tages to be gained in co-operation are the following: 

First. Organized efforts are at all times able to ac- 
complish greater things than isolated and self-directed 
efforts. This community has centered itself around 
the Guernsey breed, the Lake Mills people around the 
Holstein, and in so doing they have made their section 
popular and a center for that breed. If these people 
had formed no organization there would have been 
no such results. It has been done with a saving of 
energy, time and money in co-operation. 

Second. The co-operation has made it possible to 
get together at stated times and bring persons who 
understood the standards and principles of breeding 
and so aid this association to intelligent work. They 
have learned the best systems and have been able to 
breed more efficiently than without this teaching, 

Third. Official and semi-official testing has become 
a great movement through the association. More 
cattle have been testing for the Advanced Registry 
the past year than all previous years. This has led 
to a better knowledge of the individual merits of each 
animal and has led to a gradual advancement in the 
quality of the herds. It has also served to advertise 
the merits of the breed, and bring prospective buyers 
to the county for the large producers and her off-spring. 

Fourth. It has led to a more economic plan of ad- 
vertising. 

Fifth. A glance at the total sales and average prices 
show that it has given better prices and a greater de- 
mand for the stock. 

Sixth. Better opportunities have been offered to 
buy stock and to import large numbers oc cattle. 

Seventh. Through co-operation they have been able 
to fight disease such as tuberculosis until now it is the 
exception to find a diseased animal in a herd in the as- 
sociation. It also gives better opportunity to get 
healthy cattle and to use preventative methods to keep 
out disease. 

Eighth. It has raised land values by the creating 
of a district of specialized industry. 

_ Ninth. It has brought a great deal of money through 
increased sales and higher prices. 

_ Tenth. It has brought more pleasure into the farm- 
ing and given the farmer an ideal to work towards. 
He has been able to view the best in the land in the 
work of his neighbor’s herd and has instilled a desire 
to do as well as his neighbor. When the additional 
returns are seen, an additional joy is experienced. 


CONCLUSION. 


The question may be asked as to where the people 
of this association may improve present conditions. 
It is necessary that they continue to co-operate along 
similar lines as they have followed during the past 
few years. This will enable them to best meet the 
problems which are sure to arise. They must stick 
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together and continually hold themselves to the pro- 
duction of a better Guernsey. Careful breeding and 
selection must be practiced and the best of their 
animals must be held for this continued effort. A 
movement to bring other breeders of Guernseys to 
Waukesha County and more fully concentrate the 
effort would aid as there is no danger of an over- 
supply of pure-bred or grade Guernseys. Ifthe market 
is to be over-run, then the breeder of scrub cattle will 
be the one to suffer. The more Guernseys to be chosen 
from, the greater the number of buyers who will visit 
the community. More farmers of the community may 
perhaps be persuaded to enter the Guernsey line, and 
the increase in membership shows that this is coming 
rapidly. The association has made excellent start 
along the line of co-operative work among farmers 
and in community breeding and the county will watch 
the results of the future. The success of the Guern- 
sey pure-breds and grades seem assured as long as the 
co-operative spirit continues to move as it has for the 
past six years in Waukesha County, “The Guernsey 
Capital of America!”

CONSTITUTION AND BY-LAWS OF THE WAU- 
KESHA COUNTY. GUERNSEY BREEDERS’ 
ASSOCIATION. 


CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE 1. Name. 


The name of this Association shall be the Waukesha 
County Guernsey Breeders’ Association. 


ARTICLE 2. Object. 


The object of this Association shall be to promote 
the breeding and improvement of high grade and pure- 
bred Guernsey cattle in Waukesha County and to aid 
its members in buying, breeding and selling first-class 
animals; also the establishment of a good reputation 
for Waukeaha County as a Guernsey center. 


ARTICLE 3. Membership. 

This Association shall be composed of Dairymen 
who use a pure-bred Guernsey sire exclusively in their 
herds, or have a Guernsey herd under their immediate 
management. 

ARTICLE 4. Organization. 
_ The governing body of this Association shall con- 
sist of a Board of Directors of nine active members, 
three of which shall be elected for one year, three for 


two years, and three for three years, at the ann 
meeting at which this constitution is adopted, and 

of such directors shall be elected at each succeeding 
annual meeting for a term of three years to take the 
place of those whose time has expired. 

The Directors of this Association shall annually 
elect a President, Vice-President, Secretary and Treas. 
urer from their own members, whose duties shall be 
defined by the by-laws of this association. 


ARTICLE 5. Business. 

The business of the Association shall be vested in 
the Board of Directors, five of which shall constitute 
a quorum, and shall have authority to call a special 
meeting thereof at any time. 


ARTICLE 6. Election. 
All elections for officers shall be by ballot. 


ARTICLE 7. 
This constitution may be amended or altered by a 
two-thirds vote of the active members of the Associa- 
tion present at any annual meeting. 


By-LAws. 


SECTION 1. New Members. 

Any dairyman who uses a pure-bred Guernsey sire 
exclusively in his herd or has a Guernsey herd under 
his immediate management, upon recommendation of 
a member and accepted by the Board of Directors, 
shall become a member of this Association upon pay- 
ing the Secretary the regular annual fee. 

Honorary members may be elected by two-thirds 
vote of the members of the Association present at any 
annual meeting without payment of dues; but per- 
sons, co-partners or corporations engaged in selling, 
buying or breeding Guernsey cattle and residing in 
Waukesha County cannot be an honorary member of 
this Association. 


SECTION 2. Duties and Privileges of Members. 


It shall be the duty of every member to improve his 
herd of cattle by mating his cows exclusively with 
well-bred Guernsey sires and doing what he can to 
care for his herd in an up-to-date manner. 

It shall also be the duty of members to co-operate 
as far as possible with their fellow members in the 
use of pure-bred sires, and in buying, breeding and 
selling of animals; also to solicit new members and 
encourage them in the practice of better methods in 
caring for their herds. 

All active members in good standing shall be enti- 
tled to vote in the business meetings of the Association. 


SECTION 3. Dues. 

The membership dues shall be $3.00, payable annu- 
ally to the Secretary of the Association ; and the mem- 
bers of all co-partnerships joining such Association 
shall pay the sum annually of $3.00 each. 


SECTION 4. Dues in Arrears. 
A member in arrears of dues over one year shall be 


ipso facto suspended by the Secretary, but may be re- 


stored by paying all amounts due by him to the Asso- 
ciation. 


SECTION 5. Officers. 


The officers elected by the Board of Directors shall 
serve for the term of one year or until the election of 
their successors; and shall perform such duties as are 
ordinarily required by officers in their respective 
positions. 
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SECTION 6. President. 


The President shall preside at the meetings of the 
Association and of the Board of Directors, and shall 
give an address at the annual meeting of the members, 
relative to the work of the Association. 


SECTION 7. Vice-President. 


The Vice-President shall perform the duties of the 
President in his absence or in case of his death. 


SECTION 8. Treasurer. 

The Treasurer shall receive and hold the funds of 
the Association and shall disburse and invest such 
funds as directed by the Board of Directors, and shall 
keep an accurate and detailed account of all receipts 
and disbursements of the Association and make a 
report of the same to the Board of Directors and to 
the Association at each annual meeting. 

The records and accounts of the Treasurer shall at 
all times be open to the inspection of the members. 
The Board of Directors may require a suitable bond 
of the Treasurer, conditioned for the faithful perform- 
ance of his duties, whenever in their judgment it 
appears advisable to do so. 


SECTION 9. Secretary. 


The Secretary shall keep a record of all proceedings 
of the Association and of the Board of Directors and 
of all membership dues and miscellaneous receipts 
and shall pay all moneys received by the Association 
to the Treasurer. He shall send and receive all 
notices and records and shall be the custodian of all 
property of the Association other than the money to 
be paid into the hands of the Treasurer. He shall 
also act as correspondent of the Association in such 
matters as pertain to its business, and do all in his 
power to promote the interest and welfare of the 
Association. 


SECTION 10. Board of Directors. 


All meetings of the Board of Directors shall be 
called through the Secretary. It shall be the duty of 
the Board of Directors to determine the place and 
time of the annual and special meetings and give due 
notice of all such meetings through the Secretary. 
They shall elect members of the Association who have 
applied for admission under the provisions of the con- 
stitution and by-laws, and shall have power to expel 
any member whenever, after trial, in their judgment 
it is for the best interests of the Association so to do. 
They shall faithfully carry out all resolutions voted by 
the Association, appoint such regular and special com- 
mittees as may be necessary, and make an annual 
report to the Association upon the standing and 
progress of its work. At each annual meeting, how- 
ever, the members of the Association shall elect an 
auditing committee consisting of three persons, not 
necessarily members of the Association, who shall not 
be members of the Board of Directors and whose duty 
it shall be to examine and report upon all books and 
accounts of the officers for the ensuing year.

(Applause.) ; 

Mr. James. I have a copy of the thesis as just read 
prepared and bound as you see it here which I am 
glad to present to the members of this association. 

(Applause.) 

President. I am sure that we, as members of the 
association and as residents Of Waukesha County feel 
very much indepted to Mr. James for this great work. 
I know that he has gone into the subject exhaustively 
and has covered every detail of it. I am sure every 
one of you will be glad to have a copy of his thesis, 
presenting as it does, a full history of past and present 
conditions. 

On behalf of the members of our association, a vote of 
thanks is extended to Mr. James for the very fine 
work he has done in preparing this thesis. I know 
it is thoroughly appreciated by the Guernsey County 
Breeders. 

We have a few numbers left on our program. We 
have with us Professor Humphrey of the University 
of Wisconsin, and after we have been rendered some 
music by the orchestra, he will address us on some 
problems in the future for the association. 

Music by the orchestra. 

President. We are indeed glad to have with us 
Professor G. C. Humphrey, who is at the head of the 
animal husbandry department of the University of 
Wisconsin and who has been doing a great work all 
over the state in organizing community breeding or- 
ganizations. He has been more instrumental in or- 


' ganizing these associations than any other man in the 


state. No doubt you are all familiar with their man- 
agement and the laws under which they work. 

I am glad to introduce to you Professor Humphrey. 

(Applause) 

Professor G. C. Humphrey. Ladies and gentlemen, 
members of the Waukesha County Guernsey Breed- 
ers’ Association and friends: I feel that I would rather 
listen to the music and the rest of your program than 
to take part in it this afternoon, but in order that I 
might have some excuse for being here, I had to con- 
sent to bea part of the program. I realize that after 
the day which has been well spent, that many of you 
perhaps feel as did Sam who went to a picnic. Sam 
ate cake and Sam ate jelly and Sam went to bed with 
a pain in his . (laughter) Don’t be alarmed, 
-_ be misled; he went to bed with a pain in his 

ead. 

Your program today has been an instructive one 
and to me it has been setting a mile post to mark the 
progress that you, as members of the Guernsey 
Breeders’ Association of this county have been mak- 
ing during the past six years since your organization 
in 1907. It seems to me that it should be a source of 
gratification, encouragement and inspiration to you to 
continue the good work which you have done. 

In giving consideration to the topic which has been 
assigned to me, “Problems for your Consideration in 
the Future,” it seems to me that the great problem is 
living up to your reputation and continue to make the 
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good progress which you have made during the time 
of your organization. Waukesha County today is on 
the map. It is attracting attention from all parts of 
the world as a Guernsey center and as a dairy center. 
The report which you have heard this afternoon in 
Mr. James’ paper tells what you have accomplished ; 
it tells what has given Waukesha County its reputa- 
tion. It marks the success and the results which you 
have gained in the time that you have been at work 
and the only thing I can do this afternoon, it seems, 
is to be brief in my remarks and simply say that the 
world is expecting you to make Waukesha County the 
place where buyers can come with certainty and find 
Guernsey cattle that will be the best that can be found 
anywhere in the world. You have a larger area than 
Guernsey Island, you have a position where you can 
breed Guernsey cattle and supply a demand that will 
keep you very busy. You can supply them at good 
prices and perhaps better prices than you have re- 
ceived heretofore as long as you can breed them and 
grow them and develop them into animals that are 
going to compete successfully with the best animals 
that can be found anywhere. But we cannot rest on 
our laurels at any time in the breeding of any class of 
live stock. The moment we do that, we are in reality 
falling behind and will be losing our opportunity for 
profit which will be justly ours in the future. 


I would encourage you this afternoon to continue in 
the work which you have commenced, and you have 
made but a commencement. Fiye years time is a very 
short time to achieve results in any proposition that 
pertains to the breeding of plants or animals. Another 
five years should show greater results and fifteen or 
twenty years, the lifetime of you men who have start- 
ed this organization, will be too short to get the results 
which you would like to see in Waukesha County and 
which we shall expect to see. You have made a good 
start in the organization of your herds headed by the 
pure-bred sire made up of the best individuals which 
you can secure. You have made a good start in or- 
ganizing your farm in a suitable manner to support 
those herds. You are rebuilding your barns in order 
that you can better care for your animals and you 
have organized yourselves in a manner which is going 
to help you to combat the problems which relate to 
diseases which ravish your herd. You are in a posi- 
tion so that with perseverance and painstaking effort 
you can realize a great deal more than you have 
realized up to this time. When we see a meeting 
like this of the members of the Waukesha County 
Breeders’ Association, we feel that you have much 
reason to be congratulated upon what you have done 
up to this time. Waukesha County, it seems to me, 
has made an enviable reputation and excellent start 
in the establishment of its herds, in the selection of 
those animals, in testing them for tuberculosis, in the 
organization of the farms, all of which has given you 
many years advantage and start over the community 
associations which are just beginning to realize the 
advantages there are in community effort. I want to 
urge community effort — more of you. It can be 
carried on by the few who are active members today, 
and those members are realizing and securing the ad- 
vantages of the association. But it ought to be a 
greater community effort. I say that for the benefit 
of you who are — back believing that these 
results which you have listened to this afternoon is 
for the few instead of the many—all of you. There is 
not a farmer or a dairy man in Waukesha Caunty to- 


day but what ought to be in line with 
these community breeders’ associations. We must 
eliminate the common native scrub cow. We must 
choose the special type of dairy animal and in the Se. 
lection of the type and the breeding of it you can 
make the best progress by joining and becoming vital. 
ly interested and active in the work of this association 
I want to urge those of you who are not members to 
lend your assistance in order that Waukesha Coun 
be a brighter dairy spot in the State of Wisconsin and 
in the world for pure cattle than it is today, as has 
been reported by Mr. James’ number on our program 

I have enjoyed this day very much. It has been a 
great satisfaction to me because it shows the results 
of the efforts which we are putting forth in the State 
of Wisconsin to obtain better conditions in agriculture. 
The work which you are doing, it seems to me, is 
making for the permanent kind of agriculture that we 
want. You represent the farmer, the man who owns 
his home, the man who is making that farm the source 
of his living and you are making it a good living. You 
can continue to do that so long as you are working to 
make your agriculture permanent in the establishment 
of these good herds and in the organization of your 
farm. We believe that you are following the best - 
method and the best means to make that a permanent 
agriculture. You have other stock and I might say in 
taking an inventory of your conditions this afternoon 
and in addition to what Mr. James related as to what 
you have in the way of Guernsey cattle, you may feel 
the Guernsey cattle are the only asset you have in the 
county today but there are these other dairy cattle. 
You may think it is milk, sanitary and certified milk, 
but it is more than that. 

I was reminded this afternoon in taking that inven- 
tory that you have horticultural advantages because 
this now seems to be the land of fruits. I notice also 
there are a great many sweet Williams and too I am 
reminded that it is the land of love. Taking all these 
things into account, it seems to me, ladies and 
gentlemen, that most of all it is the land of home, 
sweet home to you as a result of your appreciation of 
that permanent kind of agriculture. 

As I say, I have enjoyed being here, meeting you, 
seeing your prosperity and seeing all that you enjoy. 
It makes me feel as did that young man that wrote 
that old English inscription, when he said : 


Let the mighty and great 
Roll in splendor and state. _ 
I never think beyond, I declare it, 
I do, mine lamb, mine chicken and home. 


I shear mine sheep and wear it. 
I have fruits, I have flowers, 

I have orchards, I have bowers. 
The lark is my morning charmer. 


So your daily thought is now 

Here is cause to bless your plow, 
And I would add, your cow. 

Long life and content to the farmer. 

(Applause.) 

President. I think Professor Humprey has touched 
on a very vital point this afternoon in that we do not 
want to turn these meetings into a mutual admiration 
society. Proud as we are of the work that has been 
accomplished in the past, we donot want to ever think 
that we can stop improving. It is highly important 
that the association shall continue the good work and 
energetically, We must remember at all times that 


some’ one of 
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there other associations over the state and they will 
do their level best to make a reputation for themselves 
and may at some time rival this association, and buy- 
ers go from this part of the country to them. We 
want them to do it but we want this county to hold 
its own and we don’t want to think we can stop them 
in their work. We want to do a kindly favor when- 
ever and wherever we can but the members of our 
association must remember that the responsibility 
rests upon them. They should give as much of their 
time as possible in order to help keep the matter going 
and to help the organization to do the work. 


At this time there is a state association which is - 


doing a great work for live stock in the State of Wis- 
consin. You know that live stock is the fundamental 
of all agriculture. If you do not have good live stock, 
you cannot have permanent agriculture. For instance, 
take some parts of the states of New York, Pennsyl- 
vania, and Virginia the soil is exhausted so that today 
there are no people living there. Farms that were 
worth $150 an acre and up are worth now $5.00 or 
$6.00 an acre. We don’t want those conditions to 
come in the State of Wisconsin and live stock breed- 
ers are vitally interested ihat it shall not come. So 
also are the railroads, bankers and agricultural col- 
leges. All three are doing a great work to produce 
better live stock for our state. 

We have with us this afternoon the Secretary of the 
Association who is doing the most work along these 
lines and he is a man thoroughly familiar with the live 
stock condition of our state. He knows what it means 
to the county and I am glad to introduce to you Mr. 
A. W. Hopkins, editor of the Wisconsin Farmer and 
Secretary of the Wisconsin Live Stock Breeders’ As- 
sociation. 


(Applause.) 
Mr. A. W. Hopkins. I will not take very much of 
your time. I had not expected to be on the program 


until Mr. Rowlands came to me and asked that I say 
a few words. I am going to show you a chart which 
I had expected to loan to Professor Humphrey and if 
I had done so, I should not now be speaking before 
you. I hadamap drawn out of Waukesha County 
and had put into that map the five channel islands of 
Guernsey, Jersey, Alderney, Herm and Sark, those five 
islands on which originated the three breeds—that is, 
now there are two breeds, Guernsey and Jersey. At 
one time until recently Alderney was a separate breed. 
That is drawn to scale. Can you see it back there? 
That is drawn to scale and you can take those five 
islands upon which these two breeds originated and 
drop them in Waukesha County and have a lot of land 
left. You can see in how much area these two breeds 
originated and it is rather interesting to notice that. 
I have worked it out for Dane County and in Dane 
County I found the islands occupied about one-six- 
teenth of the total area. You will notice that it is 
rather an important thing. 


Now about the matter of live stock associations. 
A man came in from New York to Wisconsin to look 
for a place to locate a colony. He wanted to locate a 
large colony of foreigners and he was going to head 
this colony. He had been through a number of states 
in the east and west looking for the best place and he 
finally decided to come to Wisconsin. One of his main 
reasons for coming to Wisconsin—not only the mar- 
kets, but the main reason was that in Wisconsin you 
have more associations and organizations working for 
the betterment of agriculture than any other state in 
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the union. He enumerated those tome. 

You know, we are apt to come to that point where 
we take too many things for granted. We don’t real- 
ize how important these organizations are, how im- 
portant our own potentials are. He began enumerat- 
ing the organizations, the agricultural college, of 
course, any number of organizations that you know 
of, live stock associations, grain carriers and fifty odd 
community breeders, and he went further, stating 
that there is not a siate in the union helping the 
farmer as much as the State of Wisconsin, and that 
man is going to locate here. 


There is another thing Wisconsin men need to real- 
ize. There is not a state in the union that has the 
position territorially, or market position, that Wiscon- 
sin has. When you stop to realize, at your south is 
Chicago, which is one of the largest and most grow- 
ing markets right here at hand; Duluth at the north 
and Minneapolis and St. Paul tothe west. When you 
realize that, you realize that Wisconsin is wonderfully 
well situated. There is not a state in the union better 
situated for the marketing of live stock and live stock 
products as well as farm products in general than the 
state of Wisconsin. That isamighty important thing. 
In the west you have to ship all these products long 
distances, which means additional expense and neces- 
sarily prohibits the larger profits. And I want to say 
right here that the officers of the live stock associa- 
tion appreciate the co-operation which they have been 
receiving from the Waukesha County members. I 
am not in a position at this time to say how many 
members there are in the state association from Wau- 
kesha Connty, but that number is very large. I want 
to say that the co-operation that Waukesha County 
has given us is certainly very greatly appreciated. 


Recently Mr. Fox has written to a number of the 
members of this association and Dr. Downing to mem- 
bers of his association asking men in this county to 
join the association and co-operate in this work. It is 
mighty important to have this co-operation. When 
you know of the work being done along these lines, 
you can appreciate how important it is. For four 
weeks we were out with a special train and last night 
we met in Waukesha and planned another trip in 
Wisconsin on the Omaha line. It is planned to have 
two special cars and will start out sometime in Aug- 
ust. Those cars will contain, as you all know, repre- 
sentative specimens of live stock and other exhibits. 
That work is being met with great response in the 
north. On that last trip there were from 2000 to 2500 
people assembled in some places. In some towns we 
were met by a brass band and in other towns by two 
brass bands, the stock was paraded up to picnic 
grounds and a mighty pleasant and profitable time 
was had at all these places. That means a great deal. 
It means more Guernsey cattle, more Holstein and 
Ayrshire live stock, and that stands for pure live stock 
and increased production, which means pure-bred 
sires. I wonder how many of you men know that we 
are first in Guernsey cattle? Wisconsin stands sec- 
ond in Holsteins; Wisconsin stands first in pure cattle ; 
Wisconsin is producing 44% of the cheese produced 
in the United States— more cheese: than any other 
state in the union. In butter, far more butter than 
any other state in the union. If you could have loaded 
onto trains of refrigerator cars all the butter produced 
in the state of Wisconsin last year it would take 100 
of 30 cars each in length. If you would spread these 
cars out on a track they would extend over 28 miles 
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of track —the cars necessary to carry all of the butter 
produced in Wisconsin last year. Now doubtless 
some of you men know some town which is 28 miles 
distant from Milwaukee and think of that entire track 
being filled with butter produced in Wisconsin last 
year. Wecan certainly take a lot of pride in such re- 
sults as this and with the small organizations through- 
out the state, it will be still greater. Thank you. 
(Applause.) 


President. I think we all feel a certain sense of 
pride because we are citizens of the great State of 
Wisconsin and we are citizens of Waukesha County. 
We want to see Wisconsin in the lead of every state 
in the union. Mr. Hopkins could also tell you that 
the value of the dairy products in the state of Wiscon- 
sin was something over eighteen million dollars which 
is more than all the gold producing districts of the 
United States. It is hard to believe,— more money 
in the dairy products of the State of Wisconsin than 
all the gold mined in the country. That shows of 
what importance the dairy industry is to the state. 

Another thing: We have a great big area west of 
us that will come to Wisconsin to buy dairy stock: 
Kansas, Nebraska, Iowa, Minnesota. Those states 
will be sending buyers to this state if Wisconsin will 
raise the animals for them. The average production 
of a cow is only 175 pounds of butter fat or barely 
enough to pay for her board. They will not come to 
buy poor animals but the best, but if we are not rais- 
ing the 3, 4 and 5 hundred pound animal, they will 
not come here. It is up to the people to make good 
with their reputation. 

I wish to say to the Waukesha County Guernsey 
breeders that we appreciate your attendance here this 
afternoon. We are very glad indeed to have you with 
us. Weare also very glad to have the Holstein friends 
with us and I am sure more of them would have liked 
to be with us and would have come but for the fact 
their meeting was yesterday and ours came so soon 
after, which also made it rather hard for us to go 
there. We are always glad to have the women and 
children with us. I am certain that means much 
added strength to the association. This association 
or any other whose meetings are favored with a large 
attendance of the women and children are better and 
stronger as a result of the interest so manifested. We 
pr ga their presence very much and are always 
glad to have them with us. 

There will be an opportunity after the meeting for 
the members of the association to visit the desk here 
to have a talk with Mr. Fox and pay their dues. 


_ The chair was instructed to appoint a committee on 
nominations, and I think I shall appoint Mr. George 
Chapman as Chairman, Earl Fruit and D. L. Williams 
as members of the nominating committee, they 
to report at the next annual meeting.

Why Add One-Sixth to the Butter-fat 


Produced by a Cow? 
J. N. MUNCEY, JESUP, IOWA. 


The amount to be added to the butter-fat should be 
as nearly as possible made to represent what is actu- 
ally obtained under the average conditions, existing 
in the United States wherever butter is sold for table 
use. In Iowa we have no State law limiting the 
amount of moisture in butter, but the Dairy Commis- 
sioner endeavors to enforce the government law on 
that point. Sixteen per cent. is conceded to be the 
limit for moisture. What then is an approximate 
definition of butter under the law? I should say it 
is the butter-fat of the cow with not to exceed 16% 
moisture, added and from 3% to 6% salt and 1% or 
less of caseine. It is possible not to violate the law 
and get a legitimate overrun of at least 21%. I am 
well aware some butter is marketed that does not con- 
tain to exceed 10% moisture, but that is no reason 
why you should adopt a plan of adding one-tenth by 
any means. I say emphatically therefore that the 
Guernsey Association or any other association that 
desires to convey an accurate estimate of the butter 
yield should always add one-fifth to the butter-fat. 
We very frequently salt butter in a 1000 pound churn 
at the rate of one ounce to one and a half ounces to 
the pound of butter. If therefore all of the salt added 
was retained we would add 8 to 9% salt, but in the 
working there remains about 4% salt.

First Annual Summer Meeting of the Fort 


Atkinson 


Guernsey Breeders’ Association. 


The first annual summer meeting of the Fort Atkin- 
son Guernsey Breeders’ Association was held at the 
farm of W. J. Heid, situated 3 miles west of Fort At- 
kinson, June 27, 1912. 

About two weeks previous to the meeting invita- 
tions were sent to all persons interested in Guernsey 
cattle, and in a short time 150 replies had been re- 
ceived stating they would attend. The meeting was 
certainly an enthusiastic success, well attended, great- 
ly enjoyed and one to be remembered for a long time. 

The forenoon was passed by the breeders getting 
acquainted, looking over the farm and fine dairy herd 
of Mr. Heid, and the selection of five animals to be 
used in the afternoon for cow demonstration and 
judging. Some time was spent in judging the sire of 
the herd which created a great deal of interest. After 
this, dinner was called and the company repaired to 
the dining hall which had been fitted by placing can- 
vas over a large wooden frame, the interior of which 
was beautifully decorated with green crepe paper and 
flowers, intermingling with some 40 or 50 Red, White 
and Blue Premium Ribbons. To say dinner is but 
putting it mildly for it was a banquet in the truest 
sense,—the tables fairly groaned under their loads of 
good things—and the way in which it was served is 
certainly a credit to the ladies. 

_ After the banquet a little time was spent in the tak- 
ing of pictures, and then all took their places upon the 
front lawn where the program was to be given. The 
President of the Association, R. L. Chapman, called 
the meeting together and announced the first number 
on the program which was a song by the Fort Atkin- 
son Male Quartette which was given three encores. 
Second number was an able address given by R. W. 
Rowlands, President of the Waukesha County Guern- 
sey Association. He spoke mainly on the necessity 
of co-operation among the breeders. Also that very 
few farmers realize how many “loafers” there were 
on the farm. Therefore advocating the testing of 
Cattle so as to know what each cow was earning for 
its owner. This address was followed by a recitation, 


given by Miss Hazel McGowan, entitled the “ Deacon’s 
Cow,” which was Loom enjoyed. 

Governor Hoard was then called upon for a speech. 
Mr. Hoard has done more than any one man in the 
United States for the interest of the Guernsey cow, 
and we are very proud of having the privelege of be- 
ing in the same association as he. He said he was the 
first to bring Guernseys into this part of the country, 
and it was very gratifying to him to see how the inter- 
ests had grown, even more than he had expected in so 
short a time, although he knew it would come event- 
ually. He told several good stories and then con- 
clnded by urging every one present who was inter- 
ested in the Guernsey cow to join the Association. 

Next was a song by the Male Quartette, and then 
Prof. Humphrey of Madison University was called up- 
on. A cow was brought into the ring and the Profes- 
sor pointed out the different essentials of a productive 
cow. A great deal of attention was paid to this dem- 
onstration, and great benefit was derived therefrom. 

J. E. Mack then gave a recitation eulogizing the cow. 

The program was concluded by five cows being 
brought into the ring and each person — allowed 
to score them to the best of his ability. Prof. Humph- 
rey then placed the cows according to his judgment 
and it was very interesting to each one to see how 
close he had picked the winner. 

A motion was then made and seconded that a vote 
of thanks be extended to Mr. and Mrs. Heid for the 
hospitable manner in which all had been entertained. 
Motion was put up by the President and unanimously 
carried. 

Mr. Hoard then invited the members of the Associ- 
ation and all interested in Guernsey cattle to hold the 
next meeting at his “ Prospect Farm” next year. 

It was a very profitable day for the breeders who 
were in attendance and one to be long remembered 
by them. We feel confident that much can be ex- 
pected from this Association, and our aim is to put us 
among the leaders in all things pertaining to the 
Guernsey Cow.

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Summer Show of the Royal Alderney Agricultural Society, 


A Fine Display of Cattle. 


The summer show of the Royal Alderney Agricul- 
tural Society was held recently at the Mouriaux, in 
ideal weather and attracted a large number of visitors 
from Guernsey, in addition to “all Alderney.” The 
Judges as usual, were appointed by the Royal Guern- 
sey Agricultural and Horticultural Society, and the 
following members proceeded to Alderney by the 
Courier, which left the White Rock shortly after 9 
o'clock: Messrs. J. Carre (Vice President), H. Carre 
(Secretary), Alfred Le Patourel (Secretary of the 
Guernsey Farmers’ Association), W. H. Foote, J. G. 
Browning, F. N. Heaume, T. Martel, A. J. Robin, J. 
Martel, junr., J. F. de Garis, E. de Garis, P. Martel, 
senr., C. Kitts, W. Male, and Wemys Morton (V. S.) 
The passengers also included Colonel Grant de Jersey, 
Commanding Royal Alderney Artillery, and Mr. Reg. 
R. Podger, of Herefordshire, representative of Messrs. 
Osmond and Co., manufacturers of animal foods and 
medicines, of Spalding, Lincolnshire, who offered two 
Cups for Competition. 

The Courier arrived at Alderney about 11.30 aftera 
pleasant run, and the visitors were met by Mr. N. W. 
Gaudion, the energetic Hon. Secretary of the Alderney 
Society, and members of the Committee. The Judges 
were provided with vehicles, and were driven to Bel- 
levue Hotel where they were hospitably entertained 
at luncheon by the Alderney Society. 

After lunch the Judges and their hosts proceeded to 
the Mouriaux, where had been assembled the pick of 
the Alderney cattle. In all there were 111 head of cat- 
tle on the field, the number being made up as follows:

In the opinion of those qualified to judge, the ani- 
mals exhibited were a splendid lot, the only criticism 
offered being that they were a trifle small as compared 
with the Guernsey standard. The Judges were spec- 
ially pleased with the heifers, and one Judge who has 
had an opportunity of seeing the cattle in Guernsey 
and Sark this year, said that he had never seen a bet- 
ter lot of yearlings. 

The Judges were occupied at their work till nearly 
3 o'clock. At this time the sun was shining brilliant- 
ly, and there was a large holiday crowd on the field. 
Among those present were Judge Barbenson (Presi- 
dent R. A. A. S.) Colonel Grant de Jersey, Mr. J. P.

Following is an Account of the Island Show, Held on June 24, and Reprinted from the 
Guernsey Weekly Press of June 29, and from Correspondence. 


Two Prizes Winners from Mr. Frederick Phillips’ Frie Baton Herd.

These two beautiful daughters of Imp. Raymand of the Preel IV 19235 were exhibited by Mr. Frederick 
Phillips at the Midsummer Show of the Guernsey Farmers’ Association. As the photograph and their splendid 
winnings prove they are a great credit to the Frie Baton herd. 


On Monday the first show of the Island was held under 
ideal conditions at Les Touillets estate, Castel, the property 
of Captain T. Hutchesson. The public were early on the 
field, most of the prominent farmers being present. The 
Bailiff, Mr. Wm. Carey, was amongst the first visitors to the 
show and inspected the exhibits, accompanied by Col. Le 
Mottée. 

This Show has been started by the Guernsey Farmers’ 
Association as a further attraction to cattle breeders to stim- 
ulate the breeding of fine cattle and also to give a chance to 
cows that have not been able to show at the May Show on 
account of never freshening before that yearly event. 

The animals were tethered around the field which measures 
some 10 vergees, a much more satisfying arrangement than 
that adopted at the Fairfield shows. The entrance to the 
field was obtained from a lane immediately opposite to the 
Fairfield, and various booths providing light refreshment 
formed a guide to the spot. 


The scene on the field in the morning was quite animated. 
Immediately opposite the entrance the public were examining 
the butter and dairy exhibits just judged, and further on va- 
rious trade exhibits, attractively laid out, attracted the atten- 
tion of passers-by. 

Dinner was served in a large marquee at 12.30 by Messrs. 
Le Riche, Ltd. Among those who attended the luncheon 
were the Bailiff, Mr. Wm, Carey, Mr. H. E. Mauger, H. M.’s 
Sheriff, Mr. John Carré, Mr. Wm. Mauger, Mr. Osmond 
Priaulx and Mrs. Priaulx, Col. J. E. Le Mottée, Mr. H. A. 
Dorey, the President of the Guernsey Farmers’ Association, 
and Mr. Alfred Le Patourel, Secretary. 

The Committee of the Guernsey Farmers’ Association 
hoped for a full success in their first special show, and they 
worked very hard indeed to secure that success. They had 
a fine day, they had a crowded attendance in far fuller meas- 
ure than anticipated, they had more entries than were €X- 
pected, and the financial results were most cheering and en- 
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couraging. In every way the show was a complete success, 
a record success, just as it made a record attendance, and 
fullest congratulations must be given to the energetic Com- 
mittee who worked for and deserved the success. The Com- 
mittee consisted of Mr. Hirzel A. Dorey (Chairman), Mr. 
James A. Martel (Vice-Chairman), Mr. P. Martel, junr. 
(Treasurer), Mr. Alf. Le Patourel (Secretary), and Messrs. 
W. Mauger, J. G. Browning, J. F. de Garis, F. Jehan, J. Le 
Page, T. Langlois, and T. R. Gallienne with Col. J. E. Le

THE HorRNED CATTLE COMPETITION. 


These constituted the raison d’etre of the Show and no 
less than 210 entries were obtained, practically all of which 
put in an appearance. The views of the best expert farmers 
was that the quality of the animals and the classes was far 
better that at the last Whitsuntide Show, and that the whole 
Show was quite above the average of the Fairfield Shows. 
The elimination of bulls between 24 and 30 months of age 
from the 2nd to the rst Class gave general satisfaction. 

The first prize went to a beautiful young animal, Mr. J. W. 
Martel’s Justinee’s Sequel of the Preel, four years nine months 
of age; while Sequel’s Delight, only two years nine months, 
gained 3d place, being beaten by the well-known old bull 
Governor of the Chene, nearly 12 years old. 

The championship of the Show went to the winner of this 
class. 

In cows there was a general over-throwing of the results at 
the last Fairfield Show, several winners there only coming in 
2nd and 3rd._ Here Mr. E T. Ozanne’s France 28th secured 
the championship and the rst in Class 2, 3% to 5 years, just 
beating Mr. T. Langlois’ Buttercup du Port, which was tstin 
the “five years and over” c ass.

Fleurie III., only 3rd in its Class, brought out a fine collec- 
tion of animals and seemed to please the farmers greatly, 
many of whom expressed the opinion that the competition is 
a most useful and beneficial one.

The National Dairy Show. 


To the Gazette. 


This is the first official outline of the plans of the 
equipment of the National Dairy Show. Many of your 
readers are familiar with the general plan of the Inter- 
national amphitheater at Chicago, and its groups of 
barns which, outside of state fair equipment, is the on- 
ly place in America capable of housing and giving pro- 
per display to a show of the magnitude and importance 
of the National Dairy Show. The meat animal indus- 
try and the utility horse have had developed for them 
a show unequaled in the world in these buildings, and 
men honestly interested in the advancement of the 
dairy industry-—an industry of greater importance to 
the farmers of America, especially those of the Middle 
West—have set out to build the greatest educational 
exposition devoted to a single industry. 


Many owners of good animals have said to the man- 
agement of the National Dairy Show that they disliked 
to send their valuable cattle to places where they are 
exposed to disease from infection; therefore we have 
arrived at a plan that will permit the cattle to be han- 
dled in a perfectly safe manner by using the horse 
chutes to unload upon arrival, and led up runways 
only used once a year by cattle, to barns where only 
college stock is housed at any time. Runways and 
buildings have been thoroughly disinfected and fumi- 
gated, and cattle will be placed in rows of stalls so con- 


structed that the view over the whole barn is unob- 
structed. 


These barns are to be connected by viaduct and 
walk-way leading directly into the great show arena 
in the main building. This constitutes an equipment 
for show purposes that cannot be surpassed. The 


stalling arrangement gives each breed and individual 
owner equal priveleges. 


On the ground floor domestic educators will be at 
work endeavoring to teach the city visitor many new 
and valuable methods of making nutritious and pala- 
table dishes from dairy products; milk distributors 
engaged in furnishing a liberal education on the care, 
handling and marketing of milk; butter-makers dem- 
onstrating modern sanitary methods and ice cream 
manufacturers proving the cleanly methods used in the 
manufacture of their goods. 


For the farmer the most modern achievements of 
the genius of man will be presented in machinery for 
the care and preparation of dairy products for mar- 
ket, machinery to make work light upon the farms and 
inthe barns. The silo will be demonstrated and house 
lighting and household equipment to lessen the labors, 
anxieties and cares of the women folks will be pre- 
sented in active manner—in fact, it will be a ten days’ 
short course in breeding, feeding, fitting and develop- 
ing the cow to the highest standard of production, and 
modern equipment of farm and dairy. 

The railways are to cooperate in every way and it 
is confidently expected that there will be more farm- 
ers seeking information about dairying than were ev- 
er before in attendance at a show or fair in America. 


The National Dairy Show has arranged for this 
equipment, plus improvements needed each year for a 
period of years, and will, if requested, hold additional 
shows where good may be accomplished for the indus- 
try. Get the date firmly fixed in your mind, Oct. 24 
to Nov. 2.
